Admiral Dewey Advertising Cards and Some Related Pieces 

(The Numismatist, Aug.-Sept. 1972) 



William S. Dewey, LM 52 and Arlie Slabaugh, ANA 8621 


In August and September of 1972 The Numismatist carried a descriptive listing of 
advertising tokens relating to Admiral George Dewey (of Manila Bay fame in 1898). 
Publication of that paper and a short supplement in November 1973 brought several 
previously unknown pieces in the series out of hiding. While it is entirely possible that 
additional items will still be discovered, there is good reason to report at this time on 
the current progress of the study. 


The additions covered in this article 
bring the total number of advertisers 
that capitalized on the Dewey portrait in 
the closing years of the last century to 38, 
an addition of five to the 33 listed in the 
1972 paper. 


In preparing this addendum, a dif- 
ficulty arose in connection with 
numbering. All of the new finds needed 
to be injected into the tables given in the 
original paper. Because the cards listed 
at that time were numbered con-

Notes 

General: Cards struck from obverse Hub #1 were manufactured by the Whitehead & Hoag 
Company; those from Hub #2 were probably executed by Koch & Company; those 
from Hub #3 were done by C.H. Hanson. Sources of Hubs #4 and #5 are uncertain. The 
maker of Hub #6 was possibly C.H. Hanson. Hubs #7 and #10 are prints on celluloid, 
and therefore not really hubs In the usual sense. Cards struck from Hubs #8 and #9 
were made by James Murdock. The manufacturer of Hub #11 as well as #12 and #13 are 
not known. 

Note 1: The reverse of this card was struck from the same die as the preceding card #10a. Dirt on 
the reverse die obliterated: 

a. Period after date '‘1899'' 

b. Comma after words “State St.'' 

c. Dot over “i" of “Clothier" 

Note 2: The reverse of this card was struck from the same die as the preceding card#15a. Dirt on 
the die obliterated: 

a. Porthole on bow of ship near waterline 

b. Period after word “Olympia" 

Note 3: All Kirkman reverses are considered to have come from a single Hub for the purpose of 
this paper, as the position of letters is the same for ail specimens. However, lettering 
details show minute variations from card to card, suggesting that a series of dies was 
employed. Also, die cracks In widely varying patterns are commonly found. To 
distinguish between these trivial differences would present great difficulty and 
contribute nothing of value to the listing. 

Note 4: The reverse of this card is identical to the reverse of the Time Souvenir card #27, except 
for the name and address of the issuing company in the central circle. 

Note 5: The obverse of this card was struck from the same die as the preceding marble hall card 
#18a, but dirt on the die obliterated the “j" in “N.J." 

Note 6: The reverse of this card was struck from the same die as the preceding two Marble Hall 
cards, but dirt on the die eradicated the period after the date “1899." 

Note 7: The reverse of this Kirkman card was struck from the same die as the preceding card 
#16n-1, except that dirt on the die filled in and erased the period after the date “1899.'"

seciUively in alphabetical order by 
advertiser's names, there was no way to 
insert additional items without 
renumbering the entire listing. Such 
renumbering was felt to be extremely 
objectionable in view of the complica- 
tion involved for those collectors having 
a substantial interest in the series. Two 
alternatives were possible: 1) resort to a 
decimal numbering such that a new item 
following card #6 of the original listing, 
for example, would be designated #6.5; 
or 2) utilize a hyphenated numbering 
system so that such a card, failing 
between original #6 and #7 would be 
marked #6-7. The second choice seemed 
to be the most practical solution. Thus, a 
new card for the Aluminum Manufac- 
turing Company of Two Rivers, Wiscon- 
sin, will carry the designation #1-2, in- 
dicating that it would have been the #2 
card if known at the time the original list 
was prepared. In this manner, it can be 
treated as any other card in the 


entire series. Similarly, the new Kunze 
card will be designated #16-17, In- 
dicating that It should be injected 
between the Kirkman Soap cards (#16) 
and the Leader Card (#17) on the list. 

With this numbering plan in mind, a 
new and more complete Table I was 
constructed. 

Table II of the 1972 paper regrouped 
the alphabetical listing in Table I by 
obverse dies. This was done to simplify 
identification of the cards of different 
advertisers that were struck from the 
same die by the manufacturer. Revision 
of the entire table to accommodate the 
new entries covered in this present 
paper is unnecessary. Collectors need 
only to note the changes and additions. 

Table III of the original paper requires 
no special attention. However, it should 
be noted that the Kelly Highball card, 
while employing Hub #1 along with the 
other cards of the Whitehead & Hoag 
series, does not lend itself to die attrlbu- 


About the Authors 

William Dewey was born in New York City, December 5, 1905. Educated at Union 
College, Schenectady, N.Y., he is a licensed Professional Engineer, now retired. His 
first paper appeared In The Numismatist In the mid thirties. He served as chairman of 
the old ANA advertising committee, and was librarian-curator of the association 1937- 
1940. Other ANA services include chairmanships of the Papers Committee for the 1941 
Convention, the Exhibits & Badges Committee at the 1939 Convention, and the 
Awards Committee for National Coin Week in 1942. 

Arlie Slabaugh, well-known authority In exonumia and archivist at the Franklin 
Mint, assisted in the article's compilation as a critical reviewer. 

An entirely 
different pair of legends distinguishes it 
from ail the others without recourse to 
the Table. 

The method of describing the cards in 
this addendum is the same as that which 
was used in the 1972 listing. For the 
convenience of those not having access 
to the earlier paper, the following 
definitions may be helpful: 

Obverse: For this paper, the side of the token 
bearing Admiral Dewey’s portrait. 

Reverse: The side of the token bearing the 
advertisement. 

Metal: Judged by general appearance; not a 
chemical analysis. 

Diameter: Expressed in millimeters, 
and tenths of a millimeter. 

Thickness at Edge: In millimeters and tenths. 
Weight: Given in whole grains. 

Border: The design expressed numerically, 
based on the system developed by Lyman 
H. Low In his book on Hard Times 
Tokens. 



Edge: Numbered 1 (one) if plain, 2 (two) if 
reeded or milled. 

Issued: The date or year In which the card was 
first released. 

Rarity: Based on the author’s observations 
and a scale from one to ten as follows:

The interest and cooperation of all those 
collectors who, after perusing the 1972 listing, 
took the time and trouble to write the authors 
regarding their holdings is much appreciated. 
Without their help, this addendum would not 
have been possible. 

Supplemental to the changesand additions 
mentioned above, attention is called to a new 
sub-variety of the Kirkman card (#16n). As 
stated in the 1972 article, it has been the 
practice to ignore minor differences in the 
reverse dies of the Kirkman pieces in order to 
avoid unduly complicating identification of 
the cards in that particular series. However, in 
this instance, specimens have been dis- 
covered with and without a period after the 
1899 date on the reverse, an important 
enough difference to take Into account. It will 
be noted that a similar condition was 
reported In the original paperforthevarieties 
of other card numbers 10, 15, and 18. This is, 
however, the first instance where the condi- 
tion is found on any of the numerousvarieties 
of Kirkmans. Thus, in the new, revised listing, 
the original specimen without period after 
date is now classified as #16n-2, while the new 
discovery with period is designated #16n-1. 


Supplemental Note on Rarity 

Most Admiral Dewey cards or tokens still have the same approximate rarity as 
indicated in the original listing published in The Numismatist in August and 
September 1972. However, a sufficient number of certain pieces have been reported 
subsequent to publication to justify the following changes: 

No. 4 — Bucklen. Original R 7, Now Rarity 6. 

No. 15 — Kann. Original R 7, Now Rarity 6. 

No. 25 — Pittsburgh. Original R 10, Now Rarity 9. 

No. 26 — Syracuse. Original R 6, Now Rarity 5. 

No. 30 — Union. Original R 7, Now Rarity 6.

Notes: Since the original article and listing was written in 1972, another die trial of this 
piece has been found. It was originally in the collection of J. Henri Ripstra, but is 
currently owned by William Christensen of New Jersey. 

All three varieties are from the same obverse die, but the issued piece (a) shows 
a distinct double cutting of the second E and the Y in DEWEY which does not 
appear on either of the trial pieces. Evidently, the sculptor decided to improve 
on those two letters of the obverse after checking the trial pieces. 


6-7. Chicago Fall Festival, Chicago, Illinois.

Rev.; Four wheeled float in center on a patch of ground. Grouping of agricultural 
products on the float; a farmer standing at left with rake upright in hand; 
another farmer at right with scythe; corn stalks at either end. At top following 
border: CHICAGO FALL FESTIVAL with OCT. 4-11 below. At bottom along 
border: & P.O. CORNER STONE LAYING, with 1899 above. 

Metal: Brass. Diameter: 28.3 mm. Thickness at Edge: 2.0 mm. Weight: 120 grains (card 
only). Border: Obv. & Rev. 4. Edge: 1. Issued: 1899. Rarity: 9, possibly 10. 

Made by: Schwaab Stamp & Seal Co., Milwaukee, Wisconsin. Collection: WSD. 

Notes: This token comes with a loop at the top, and is suspended from a “bow tie“ 
American Flag bar pin, appropriately enamelled. This piece was covered in the 
supplement of November 1973 as number S-1. It is now included as number 6-7 
of the basic listing. 

The Chicago Festival lasted for a full week in the Fall of 1899. It was advertised as 
the “gathering of the greatest men of many nations.... leaders in war, politics, 
government, religion and commerce." On opening day, October 4th, President 
McKinley and the Governors of Illinois and West Virginia were on hand along 
with many others. The President pressed a button on the evening of the 5th to 
Illuminate streets, columns and arches, followed by pyrotechnical displays in all

the city's parks. Band concerts, a parade and reception wound up festivities for 
that day. A public reception to the President was held at the auditorium on the 
6th at which Naval and other military heroes of the War with Spain were in 
attendance. This was followed by a parade of all nations and a bicycle parade in 
which, it is claimed, 50,000 wheelmen participated. On Saturday, the 7th, there 
were more band concerts, parades and a regimental review, with an Industrial 
Parade at night. Religious festivals and sacred concerts were given throughout 
the city's churches on Sunday, along with orations at the Central Music Hall. 
Monday the 9th was touted as Chicago Day. The cornerstone of a new Federal 
Building was laid by President McKinley, after which in the evening there was a 
banquet. On Tuesday afternoon there was a "'Great Reunion of Illinois 
Regiments and the Army of the Tennessee." Another public reception to the 
President, fireworks, and a Grand Ball concluded the festival on the 11th of 
October. 

Unfortunately, Admiral Dewey was not able to appear at the festival, having 
commitments in Washington, D.C. and Montpelier, Vermont during that 
period. 

It should be noted that the obverse hub and die of this card were used 
extensively by the manufacturer for other medals and badges of Admiral 
Dewey.

Notes: Only one specimen has been reported, and that by L.B. Fauver on the West 
Coast. 

This card was in all likelihood issued in connection with Admiral Dewey's visit to 
Columbus, Ohio, In June of 1900 for which a special commemorative medal was 
issued. 

A news article of November 21, 1899 (paper unknown), quoted the Admiral as 
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promising a delegation from that state to visit in the ''spring when the weather 
would be more pleasant." He evidently kept that promise on June 7th. The 
Admiral's wife, incidently, was an Ohio born girl.

Notes: No specimen of this card has been located. It was originally owned by Dr. 
Storer, and reported by him in a listing of Spanish American War items. The 
Numismatist, June 1922, page 277. It does not appear in the Catalogue of the 
Malcolm Storer Collection of Naval Medals issued by the U.S. Naval Academy in 
1936.

The die for 
this reverse was also used for other tokens of Admiral Dewey.

Notes: Only one specimen of this token has been observed. However, it is the opinion 
that more must be hiding somewhere. They would have been very low in cost 
when distributed at the Exposition where the attendance totaled more than IVi 
million. Hence, our guess is for relative rarity 8. 

This exposition was the previous year forerunner to the Omaha (Greater 
America) Exposition. The ANNUAL CYCLOPEDIA for 1898, published by D. 
Appleton, New York, gives a very complete report on the activity of this 
Exposition. It also comments on the plan to hold the Greater America 
Exposition on the same grounds in 1899. 

The official medal of the 1898 Exposition was struck under the direction of the

The Whitehead & Hoag Company manufactured a majority of the Dewey 
advertising cards. Slabaugh believes that the reverse die of this card was 
originally intended for some other token, and was “muled'' with the then 
available Admiral Dewey obverse to provide a sample token to show 
prospective advertiser customers. He further believes that Whitehead & Hoag 
may have subsequently prepared a more appropriate reverse, perhaps even 
one that specifically mentioned that they prepared “Dewey" cards for 
advertisers. However, no such piece has come to light.

A Dealer’s Personal View

I ve been in the rare coin business since 1954, a span of nearly a quarter 
century. At the tender age of 16 years I had my first bourse table at an 
American Numismatic Association Convention, held in 1955 at the Fontenelle 
Hotel in Omaha, Nebraska. At the auction (conducted by Aubrey Bebee) I 
remember paying the stupendous sum of $510 for a proof 1867 shield nickel 
with rays on the reverse. This record price was the talk of the show. 


Quite a few personal changes have 
occurred since then. Today I am director 
of Bowers and Ruddy Galleries of Los 
Angeles, California, one of America's 
largest rare coin dealerships. Our sales 
volume runs to many millions of dollars 
per year, and a $510 transaction would 
no longer be news — for me or for 
anyone else in the hobby. If I were to 
spend $510 at this year's ANA conven- 
tion the reaction would be ''so what?" 
My, how times have changed! Today 
one reads of valuations of $100,000, 
$200,000, or even more being placed on 
individual coin rarities. 

Indeed, the entire hobby has chang- 
ed. As a full time dealer most of my 
waking hours are devoted to buying, 
selling, and studying coins, and in the 
past 23 years I have witnessed many 


changes in numismatics, some good and 
some bad. As a result I believe I have a 
close feeling for the pulse of the hobby. 

As a dedicated professional I am ex- 
tremely concerned that the field of 
numismatics maintain the highest possi- 
ble image both internally and externally 
— in the eyes of collectors and dealers 
within our hobby and in the eyes of the 
public at large. Unfortunately, in recent 
years there have been all too many signs 
that the trend is going in the other 
direction. The field of rare coin collect- 
ing and investment has been battered 
in the public press. 

For example, Eliot Janeway, the well- 
known economist (but apparently not a 
numismatist), recently received a ques- 
tion from one of his readers which was 
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answered in his newspaper column. The 
writer asked: ''Recently I became in- 
terested in coins. Would collecting them 
be a good investment for someone in my 
position?'' 

Mr. Janeway's answer would cause 
dismay to anyone familiar with our 
hobby: "Certainly not. Coins are a hob- 
by for the very rich, and even for them, 
the value of any coin is determined by 
the premium on the collection of which 
it is a part. No one in your position can 
hope to put a collection together, but 
those who do had better not need the 
money for they are dependent on a 
handful of whimsical buyers. Whether 
you know it or not, you need Income on 
any money you tie up in investments. 
Coins will never get it for you." 

Of course, virtually any spokesman for 
our hobby could rebut the answer. 
"Coins are a hobby for the very rich." 
Are they? Actually, nothing could be 
further from the truth. Coin collecting 
appeals to all income brackets, ages, and 
walks of life. Beautiful comprehensive 
collections of tokens, paper money, 
scrip, and other specialized areas can be 
assembled for several hundred dollars 
or less. In fact, in 1975 I personally 
received a beautiful medallic award 
from the Token and Medal Society for a 
study on tokens once used in coin- 
operated music boxes and nickelodeon 
pianos, my personal collection being 
one of the most definitive in existence. 
My total investment for this collection? 
Less than $300! 

It has been said that the United States 
Mint, which sells about 4 million proof 
sets per year, has approximately 3 
million collectors' names on its mailing 
list. Obviously only a few of these peo- 
ple are millionaires. It is my guess that 
99% of them come from regular walks of 
life and are students, factory workers, 
and the like. On the other hand, it is 
certainly true that a millionaire can have 
a field day collecting as well. 

So far as coin sales being "dependent 
on a handful of whimsical buyers," 
according to a recent conversation with 
Kenneth Bressett of Whitman Publishing 
Company, publishers of A Guide Book 


of United States Coins and other leading 
references, he estimated that there are 
about 15,000 full time and part time 
dealers in the United States — certainly a 
lot more than a "handful." Having been 
In the rare coin business for over two 
decades I have never — repeat, never — 
observed any instance in which the 
owner of a choice group of coins has had 
the slightest problem finding a buyer. 
Indeed, the main difficulty of conduct- 
ing our business Is obtaining enough 
choice rare coins and collections to 
supply the needs of our clients and to 
round out our parade of auction sales. 
Check through any numismaticpublica- 
tion and you will find page after page of 
advertisements soliciting the purchase 
or auction of coins and collections. 

My purpose here is not to comment 
particularly on Mr. Janeway, who is 
certainly entitled to his own opinions 
but, rather, to point out that the more 
adverse criticism in the popular press 
does not come from writers who have 
carefully studied numismatics and the 
rare coin market but from those who 
have taken some special part of the 
market and attacked it. Most of the 
adverse comments appearing in the 
popular press have really had nothing to 
do with rare coins but. Instead, relate to 
problems in the field of gold bullion 
prices, bulk lots of silver, thinly- 
capitalized firms trading in gold and 
silver bullion, companies selling 
modern medallic novelties and 
souvenirs, and so on. These items are not 
"rare coins," nor have they ever been 
rare coins, nor are they ever likely to be 
in our lifetime. 

It never ceases to amaze me that the 
popular press equates gold bullion and 
gold bullion prices with rare coins. In 
1974 the Los Angeles Times did a feature 
survey about the gold bullion market. 
"Once gold is legalized for public 
ownership on December 31, 1974, what 
do you think will happen to the price?" I 
had the audacity to reply that the "gold 
rush" would be a fizzle. Over two years 
later in 1977 in a follow-up article the 
same Los Angeles Times columnist. 
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The FORUM is offered by The Numismatist as a platform upon which more subjective 
studies or personal statements on the science and hobby of numismatics may be 
presented.

Richard Buffum, said that in retrospect 
my commentary on the subject was the 
only one proven correa by the events of 
history. Be that as it may, I have said time 
and time again to inquiring newspaper 
reporters: ''How can I or any other coin 
dealer comment on the price of gold 
bullion? This has nothing, absolutely 
nothing, to do with the field of rare coins 
or numismatics. You might as well ask 
me the price of plywood or soybean 
futures, it would make just as much 
sense!'' 

Will the price of gold be $50 an ounce 
next year or will it be $300 an ounce? 
Really, it doesn't make much difference 
to 99% of ANA members who consider 
themselves numismatists. The same goes 
with silver prices. If you pay $100 for an 
early 25<t piece, does it make any 
difference whether the intrinsic value of 
the coin is $2, $4, or whatever? Of course 
not! So, it is time that the popular press 
and the public stopped linking bulk 
silver and gold bullion and bulk coin 
transactions with numismatics. The two 
are different and should be considered 
separately. 

Rare coins are another situation en- 
tirely. The student of numismatics 
realizes well that rare coins have been 
superb investments over the years and 
have sharply outpaced the Dow-jones 
Industrial Average, real estate indexes, 
and any other type of investment which 
comes to mind. Indeed, virtually anyone 
who has taken time to study coins, to 
learn about them — in other words to 
become a numismatist — has at the same 
time seen his collection do well as an 
investment. 

In our own numismatic press it seems 
to me that emphasis is often on the 
negative aspects of coins and 


numismatics. Grading and 
counterfeiting, while certainly problems 
which should not be overlooked, have 
attracted dozens of "scare" headlines 
and feature articles — with the result 
that many collectors or would-be collec- 
tors are absolutely paranoid on the 
subject. And yet, both of these areas 
seem to be under control. The American 
Numismatic Association Certification 
Service (ANACS) has been successful, 
has done its job superbly well, and has 
acted as a central clearinghouse for 
information in the field of 
counterfeiting. As a member of the 
board of directors of the Professional 
Numismatists Guild (PNG) and also a 
member of the International Associa- 
tion of Professional Numismatists 
(IAPN),the two leading organizations of 
dealers, I am not aware of any con- 
tinuing problem which any member of 
the public has had with a dealer- 
member in this regard. Both the PNG 
and lAPN have a rigid code of ethics 
which is strictly enforced. 

Grading controversies seem to me 
confined mainly to United States coins 
and in the specific grades of uncir- 
culated and proof. A lot of this con- 
troversy, in my opinion, has been spark- 
ed by adverse articles in the numismatic 
press. Previously published reference 
books such as Photograde, by James F. 
Ruddy, and A Guide to the Grading of 
United States Coins, by Brown and 
Dunn, seem to have done a really fine 
job of codifying grading good, very 
good, fine, very fine, extremely fine, and 
au classifications. Now the ANA is in the 
process of defining various degrees of 
uncirculated and proof with the expec- 
tation that this system will work as well. 
So, at this point is there any need to go 
on and on and on ad nauseam about 
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grading in the numismatic press? 

To read certain articles one would 
think that dealers did nothing but stay 
up late at night cleaning coins and 
overgrading them! This outlook is unfair 
and certainly is not representative of our 
profession as a whole. 

Imagine, if you will, a professional 
person or other individual con- 
templating entering the field of rare 
coins for a combination of collecting 
pleasure and investment success. 
Reading the popular numismatic press, 
he would be attracted by many 
headlines on overgrading and 
misrepresentation. He would read 
about the latest counterfeits and how 
sophisticated they are and how collec- 
tors and dealers should watch out for 
fraud in this regard. He will read of 
bankruptcies, more often than not of 
firms dealing in gold and silver bulk or 
bullion or modern novelties — -but as 
these are given wide treatment In the 
numismatic press, how is a newcomer to 
know the difference? He will read 
detailed reports and discussions on coin 
thefts and burglaries. The end result? 
Guess for yourself I Would he be excited 
about coins and eager to begin the 
hobby? Of course not! After reading 
these articles chances are he will turn his 
interest elsewhere — perhaps to stamps, 
perhaps to classic automobiles, perhaps 
to art — certainly to another field which 
at least on the surface doesn't seem to 
have all of the “problems" rare coins 
have. 

Is the field of rare coins alone in 
having all of these “problems?" No, it 
isn't. For many years I have been a 
collector of art and antiques and have in 
fact written books and articles exten- 
sively in these fields. I can say that 
forgeries are much more of a problem In 
the field of art, for example, than they 
are in coins. Likewise, marketability In 
art is nowhere near as easy as It is in the 
coin field. Are these “problems" 
emphasized and publicized on and on 
and on In art publications? No, they 
aren't! What aboutthe field of antiques? 
There are more reproductions around 
than you can shake a stick at, not to 


mention lots of problems with collectors 
and dealers. Are these problems 
emphasized with big headlines in an- 
tique publications? No, they aren't. The 
same goes for stamps. This doesn't mean 
that these other fields are overlooking 
the problem; it means that they are not 
emphasizing them to the detriment of 
their particular hobby. 

It is time that all of us concentrate on 
the pleasures rather than the problems 
of numismatics. Rare coins offer a com- 
bination of art, romance, history, and 
adventure — plus a proven track record 
of being a very successful Investment in 
the long term. What all of us have to do is 
to emphasize the positive — in articles, 
in advertisements, and in contracts with 
others within and outside our hobby. If 
you see a problem, work on It directly — 
don't just sit there and complain loudly 
about it! 

Other fields extol their virtues con- 
tinually. As a collector, as a dealer, as a 
club official, as a numismatic author, or 
as whatever your specialty or interest 
may be, think of the pleasures of col- 
lecting, the joys and happinesses which 
numismatics bring. Spread the word! 
Numismatics will be richer for your 
having done this, and your own enjoy- 
ment will be your best reward. 

This brings up another line of thought 
... While It's Important to enjoy the field 
of numismatics itself — publications, 
club meetings, conventions, and the like 
— one should not overlook the enjoy- 
ment that an individual coin or paper 
money specimen may offer. How does 
one go about “enjoying" a coin? 
Recently, for one of our company's 
publications. Rare Coin Review No. 28, 1 
put pen to paper and gave some 
thoughts on the subject. Some of them 
are appropriate here. 

There are several ways to enjoy a 
numismatic item. First of all, there is the 
coin itself — the touch or feel of It, the 
sensation of “holding history In your 
hand," so to speak. It's absolutely 
fascinating to think that an ancient 
copper coin might have been held in 
Julius Caesar's hand 2,000 years ago, or 
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that a worn 1859 Indian cent could have 
been in the pocket of one of the com- 
batants at the battle of Gettysburg in the 
Civil War. The possibilities are endless. 

Perhaps the design of a coin might be 
interesting to you and spark enjoyable 
fantasies or recollections. For example, 
often when I see a Liberty standing 
quarter of the 1916-1930 era the Roaring 
Twenties and all of the nostalgia 
associated with it come to mind. While I 
wasn't living In the Roaring Twenties 
and, in fact, hadn't even been thought of 
then, I've read enough history on the era 
to appreciate it, at least vicariously. How 
romantic seem the flapper girls, colorful 
nickelodeon pianos with illuminated art 
glass fronts. Laurel and Hardy movies, 
fancy Dusenberg cars which had 
''STOP" brilliantly illuminated in red on 
the back of the car each time the brake 
pedal was depressed, Henry Ford's om- 
nipresent "Tin Lizzies," the great Florida 
land boom, all of the excitement about 
the stock market and how fortunes were 
made by newsboys on the street corner, 
and maybe even F. Scott Fitzgerald's 
"Great Gatsby." 

A coin bearing a tiny "S" mintmark, 
denoting that it was made in San Fran- 
cisco In the 1850s, makes one think of 
the Gold Rush. Those were wild and 
wooly days in San Francisco and in other 
parts of California. I also think of novelist 
Bret Harte's engaging stories — and 
remember that he was an employee in 
the late 1850s at the San Francisco Mint 
(before . he achieved writing fame). 
Coming to mind also are the romantic 
towns, still intact in many instances, in 
the Mother Lode country in California 
— Mokelumne Hill, Jackson, Sutter 
Creek, Angel's Camp, Placerville 
(formerly called "Hangtown"), and so 
on. 

A coin from Carson City evokes 
thoughts of this mint high in the Com- 
stock Lode country — with rip-roaring 
Virginia City and all of its Victorian 
buildings nearby. All the reckless and 
courageous events of the "Wild West" 
once occurred there — and a visitor to 
Carson City and Virginia City today can 
almost relive them. 


A coin of the New Orleans Mint 
reminds us that this mint was established 
in 1838 during a time when the course of 
the Nation was going westward, and 
New Orleans was a gateway to the vast 
areas opened up by the earlier Louisiana 
Purchase. In 1861 this southern mint was 
captured by Confederate forces. In later 
years it returned to U.S. government 
control and produced coins through 
1909. Today, one still reads about it in 
numismatic publications and about the 
many efforts to have it converted to a 
museum reflecting Its numismatic 
heritage. 

Stories and recollections about the 
Philadelphia Mint could fill a book many 
hundreds of pages thick. Likewise, 
Dahlonega and Charlotte have their 
own stories, as do coins from other 
places. 

A second aspect of enjoyment is what 
the coin can do for you. Mainly this is an 
area concerned with investment perfor- 
mance. just as the buyer of a share of 
IBM stock back In the 1950s can ex- 
perience a certain fondness for it, having 
seen it go up in value sharply over the 
years, one can also do this with coins. As 
numerous studies have shown, in- 
cluding my own "High Profits from Rare 
Coin Investment" and "Collecting Rare 
Coins for Profit" books, the investment 
performance of choice rare coins is 
second to no other investment medium. 
At least, not to any investment area 
known to me. 

With investment, however, some 
patience is needed. Buy coins today and 
sell them tomorrow and you are making 
profit only for the dealer. Yet, historical- 
ly, if you have purchased coins carefully 
and held them for five to ten years or 
more, then you have done very well. 
Spectacular performances are the rule, 
not the exception ! I n over 20 years in the 
rare coin business I have helped build 
fortunes for many collectors and in- 
vestors. Few experiences are as reward- 
ing as helping to make someone else 
rich, and this has been my pleasure time 
and time again. 

To me investment is an important part. 
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even a vital part, behind the motivation 
in most buyers. This is only natural. After 
all, if you part with, say, $1,000 for a coin 
rarity you will do so much more readily if 
you have a reasonable expectation that 
five to ten years from now the same coin 
might sell for $2,000, $3,000, or even 
more. On the other hand, if the same 
$1,000 coin had the expectation of being 
worth just $500 five years from now, no 
matter how beautiful it might be to look 
at or own, you probably would hesitate 
about buying it — or, even more likely, 
would not buy it at all. After all, it would 
be quite a bit cheaper to go see one in a 
museum! 

Apropos of collecting first as invest- 
ment, one of my favorite quotations 
appeared In this very magazine. The 
Numismatist, in a United States Coin 
Company (owner: Wayte Raymond) 
advertisement in 1912: 

"COINS AS AN INVESTMENT. Many 
harsh words are said about collectors 
who interest themselves in a natural 
speculation as to whether or not the 
coins they are buying today will have 
appreciated in value 10 years from now. 

"Numismatists of the old school tell us 
that the true collector is not interested in 
any such appreciation in the value of a 
collection but derives his entire profit 
and pleasure from the coins while in his 
hands. 

"We feel, however, that the average 
American collector, while he greatly 
enjoys his coins, also feels very pleased if 
on disposing of his collection he realizes 
a profit..." 

So, in my opinion, the numismatic 
(romantic, historical, physical, and ar- 
tistic) aspects of a coin and its investment 
aspects are intertwined. 

An article written in 1970 and quoted 
in our firm's ''Rare Coin Review" said: 
"To paraphrase Ben Franklin, 'mind 
your collection carefully and the invest- 
ment will take care of itself.' By collec- 
ting carefully today, you will build a 
financial treasure for the future. And, in 
the meantime you will have lots of 
enjoyment in the search for the elusive 
pieces you need." 


While I sincerely hope that you enjoy 
the investment appeal of coins and that 
the coming years will be kind to your 
numismatic holdings, the numismatic 
angle is hard to enjoy on a day-to-day 
basis. Prices don't change that quickly. 
And, perhaps, this is best. I imagine that 
some collectors would become a bit 
paranoid if they fell Into the habit of 
checking a daily quote sheet to see if a 
particular coin was worth $87.21 one 
day, $87.14 the next day, and so on! In 
coins, month to month fluctuations are 
common, and these provide enough 
concern. The experienced collec- 
tor/investor realizes that only after 
several years can the investment perfor- 
mance and the price appreciation 
pattern of a certain coin begin to really 
take shape. 

A good example of this is the 1895 
proof Morgan silver dollar. In that long- 
ago year, 1895, some 12,000 business 
strikes (intended for use in circulation) 
silver dollars were made plus 880 proofs 
for collectors. Somewhere along the line 
the 12,000 business strikes disappeared. 
To my knowledge, all authentic 1895 
Philadelphia Mint dollars known today 
are either proofs or Impaired proofs; I 
have never seen or reliably heard of an 
uncirculated example or one possessing 
mint lustre. It is presumed that when 
270,232,722 silver dollars were melted 
under the terms of the Pittman Act of 
1918,the 12,0001895 Philadelphia dollars 
were included. 

The result is that anyone desiring an 
1895 Morgan dollar from the 
Philadelphia Mint must buy either a 
proof or an impaired proof. Thus the 880 
proofs or, more accurately, the 500 or so 
which survive today, are In great de- 
mand. Today a nice proof piece sells In 
the $9,000 range. 

In my "High Profits from Rare Coin 
Investment" book I charted the prices of 
these coins in the past. In 1948 a 
specimen sold for $80, in 1953 $200, in 
1958 $650, In 1963 $2,500, in 1968 $4,750, 
and in 1973 $6,000. As noted, today one Is 
worth about $9,000. The 1948-1973 in- 
crease was a stunning 7,400%! Today in 
1977 the return on the 1948 investment 
would be closer to 10,000%! 
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Over the years I have had quite a few 
1895 dollars. If in March 1958 a client 
paid $650 for one of these as an invest- 
ment and then tried to sell it back to me 
in August 1958 he would have taken a 
10% to 20% loss, representing my 
markup. 

''A crummy investment, for sure,” he 
would have said, or at least thought! The 
trouble wasn't with the 1895 silver dollar 
nor was my recommending that he buy 
it for $650. The trouble was with his 
patience, or lack of it! I've seen this 
happen time and time again. Every week 
or so our firm will receive a letter 
something like this: ”1 have been buying 
coins for a year now, and I would like to 
sell. Let me know what kind of profit I 
can make.'' Such a buyer is usually 
disappointed. The dealer's margin of 
profit, often in the 20% range, usually 
will more than eat up the modest In- 
crease in value, if indeed there was one, 
in that short time. On the other hand, 
taken over a span of five to ten years, the 
nominal dealer's profit fades into in- 
significance. In my example of the 1895 
proof dollar selling in 1958 for $650, the 
buyer would not mind at all paying me a 
commission if I were to sell it for him 
today for $9,000 to $10,000! 

So, the enjoyment aspect of coin 
investment Is one that hopefully for you 
will be a feeling of comfort and security 
rather than razzle-dazzle day-to-day ex- 
citement. Your collection has a 
reasonable expectation of being a 
treasure for the future, a valuable equi- 
ty, a solid financial basis for you and your 
family. 

Coins can be enjoyed for their 
relaxation value as well. I have spent 
many nights curled up on the overstuff- 
ed brown sofa in the library of my home, 
with an Interesting numismatic book or 
publication In my hand. While I read, or 
at least skim through. Coin World and 
Numismatic News at my office, for ”fun'' 
reading I often take things home. The 
same goes for issues of The Numismatist. 
It is amazing how many fascinating tales 
can be found in back issues of such 
current magazines as COINage and 
Coins. Once I spent nearly a year in my 


spare time reading back issues of the 
American Journal of Numismatics from 
1865 up through the early 20th century 
and back issues of The Numismatist from 
the early 1890s up to the present time. 

An album full of coins and a shelf full 
of coin books can combine to take you 
far, far away from the cares and concerns 
of your office, factory, or store. It Is a 
well known fact that youngsters with 
strong interests and hobbies such as coin 
collecting stay out of trouble much 
more than their non-hobbyists counter- 
parts. The other day in Antiquarian 
Bookman, the weekly journal of the out- 
of-print book trade, I saw a mention of a 
study that dedicated book collectors 
and dealers apparently have a sharply 
lower suicide rate than the general 
public. I suspect that the same is true of 
dedicated coin collectors. The relaxa- 
tion value of a coin collection can be 
very therapeutic. 

In the area of numismatics, I collect 
obsolete broken bank notes circa 1790- 
1865 from the six New England states. 
Often during a busy day at my office I 
will spend the noon hour pouring over 
my collection, contemplating the rag- 
ged old pieces of paper. Gone are the 
morning worries as to how orders are 
coming in from our latest adver- 
tisements, whether or not we'll be get- 
ting that Important collection we've 
been working on in Philadelphia for six 
weeks, and whether or not we will get 
our next catalogue out on time. My 
collection represents a different world. 
A faded and torn $1 bill from the 
Metacomet Bank in Fall River, 
Massachusetts, a bunch of colorful red 
and green notes from the Sanford Bank 
In Maine, a really ratty-looking but 
Infinitely interesting $5 note from the 
Hall & Augusta Bank in Hallowell, 
Massachusetts, dated April 2, 1806 ... 
these and others cross my mind and my 
vision. When one o'clock rolls around I 
am refreshed, relaxed, and ready to 
enjoy the rest of the afternoon. 

You can enjoy your coins, paper 
money, tokens, and other numismatic 
items as much as I enjoy mine. How do 
you do this? The best way I know Is to 
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become aware of their history. Trying to 
do this with my paper money collection 
has always led to one delight after 
another. For example, when I saw my 
first Hall & Augusta Bank bill I noticed 
that it said ''Massachusetts'' on it. Being 
a New England-ophile I wondered ex- 
actly where Hallowell, Massachusetts 
was. Could it be near Boston? Or 
perhaps it was in the western end of the 
state near Pittsfield. Rand McNally's 
"Road Atlas" did not reveal it. Well, 
perhaps it became a ghost town after my 
$5 bill was issued in 1806, or maybe its 
name had changed. 

I did know of another Hallowell, this 
one in the state of Maine, and I 
remembered a visit there about 10 years 
ago. The main street was lined with old 
antique shops. I've never seen so many 
in one place! Well, to make a long story 
short, after digging out a history book or 
two I found that Hallowell, 
Massachusetts and Hallowell, Maine 
were one and the same! In 1806 
Hallowell was indeed in Massachusetts, 
as was much of the rest of the present- 
day state of Maine. In 1820 boundary 
lines changed, and Maine became an 
entity in Its own right, and Hallowell, 
although it hadn't moved an Inch, was 
now located in another state! In- 
teresting? To me, yes. To you? Well, that 
depends. Perhaps you could care less 
about broken bank notes, but, instead, 
you like Lincoln cents a lot. 

"What is interesting about a Lincoln 
cent?" you might say. If you buy a scarce 
Lincoln cent from a dealer, make a note 
of It in your record book or file the sales 
slip and then tuck the coin away for safe 
keeping, you would be hard pressed to 
enjoy it. And yet a set or collection of 
Lincoln cents — and I pick this example 
for you might consider Lincoln cents to 
be common and unromantic — can 
provide many moments of pleasureful 
contemplation. 

When I think of a set of Lincoln cents 
many stories go through my mind. 
There's the 1909 cent with Victor David 
Brenner's initials on the reverse. 
Brenner, a famous sculptor, was 
justifiably proud of his work and signed 


the die accordingly. Soon after the first 
Lincoln cents made their appearance on 
August 2, 1909, there was a great uproar 
about the V.D.B. initials. Within a matter 
of days the dies were revised, and the 
V.D.B. initials were no more. The editor 
of The Numismatist pointed out how 
silly and inconsistent this was, for many 
other United States coins in use at the 
time had designers' Initials — the B 
Initial for Charles Barber on the dime, 
quarter, and half dollar, the M for 
Morgan on the silver dollar, the ASG 
monograph for Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
on the $20 gold piece, and so on! 

The 1909-S V.D.B. cent Is interesting 
because of its rarity. It is, of course, the 
San Francisco Mint's version of the 
V.D.B. Issue. Only 484,000,a low number 
for a cent, were minted before the 
controversial initials were removed. 
Even though a few pieces exceed it in 
value, the 1909-S V.D.B. has always been 
the "standard rarity" of the Lincoln cent 
series. It is certainly one of the most 
desired of all 20th century American 
coins. 

In 1960 I bought a beautiful Swiss 
made cylinder music box, circa 1895, 
from Gobel Ziemer, an antique dealer 
living in Owego, New York. Mr. Ziemer 
Inquired as to my profession, and I gave 
him some literature relating to the coin 
business. He then told me that as a child 
in 1909 he lived in San Francisco. He 
remembered well the day in August of 
that year when Lincoln cents first were 
released to the public — and he had the 
opportunity to acquire a handful! He 
related noticing the tiny V.D.B. initials 
on the reverse. These, of course, would 
have been 1909-S V.D.B. cents. Soon, 
they were carelessly spent on a 
childhood whim without any thought 
that years later they would be worth 
hundreds of dollars each! Often when I 
see a 1909-S V.D.B. cent now in the 
course of my coin business I think of Mr. 
Ziemer's romantic story! 

The 1914-D, another well-known Lin- 
coln cent, is remarkable for its scarcity, 
especially in higher grades. A couple of 
years ago a few rolls of uncirculated 
1914-D cents turned up in New Zealand 
(so I was told). It was interesting to have 
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the opportunity to look through about 
100 mint-state (mostly with some light 
toning) pieces and to pick out a dozen or 
two for stock! When I first started coin 
dealing one rule was to watch for phony 
''1914-D'' cents. These, crude in nature, 
were most commonly made by shaving 
away part of the digit on a 1944-D cent. 
In my first year of collecting I looked 
with interest at every 1914-D I saw, 
wondering how many of them were 
altered from 1944-D pieces. Then I final- 
ly saw one — and was relieved to learn 
that the fake was very easy to spot, and 
that the ones I had seen during the 
preceding year were all genuine! 

The 1922 ''Plain'' cent is another story. 
During the minting of 1922-D cents at 
the Denver Mint a die became worn and 
clogged, with the result that the D 
mintmark became weak or altogether 
missing. A sharply struck 1922-D cent 
catalogues $60 in uncirculated grade in 
the current Guide Book of United States 
Coins At the same time a 1922-D struck 
so weakly that the D is missing, in other 
words, a 1922 "plain," catalogues for 
$1,700 in uncirculated! Why? It certainly 
doesn't stand up to logic. But, then if 
everything in the coin field were strictly 
logical would It be as much fun? 

And then there is the 1955 "Double 
Die" cent. I’ve always enjoyed this par- 
ticular variety, perhaps because jim 
Ruddy and I were so involved with these 
pieces when they first became popular. 

One day in 1955 at the Philadelphia 
Mint a coinage die was being prepared 
for a Lincoln cent. In the course of 
impressing the workingdie with the hub 
die several times, a slight misalignment 
occurred. The result was a 1955 cent die 
with the letters and numbers on the 
front of the coin all doubled. Instead of 
reading IN GOD WE TRUST, the famous 
1955 double die (or doubled die as the 
"Guide Book" now calls It) reads 
lINN GGOODD WWEE TTRRUUSSTT. 

On that particular day several presses 
were coining cents, dumping the coins 
into a box where they were then 
collected and mixed with the cents from 
other coining presses. Late in the after- 
noon a mint inspector noticed the 
bizarre doubled cents and removed the 


offending die. By that time somewhat 
over 40,000 cents had been produced, 
about 24,000 of which had been mixed 
with normal cents from other presses. 

The decision was made to destroy the 
cents still in the box and to release into 
circulation the 24,000 or so pieces which 
were mixed with other cents. This 
momentous decision was to have an 
untold effect on numismatics. The coins 
which were nonchalantly released into 
circulation subsequently increased in 
value to hundreds of dollars each! 

Jim Ruddy, who was operating the 
Triple Cities Coin Exchange in Johnson 
City, N.Y. at the time (In the days before 
our partnership began in 1958) recalls 
being offered these "freaks" for 25<t 
each. Fearful at first of accummulating 
too large a quantity, he stopped buying 
them when he had a dozeh or so on 
hand. It seems that in the Johnson City 
N.Y. area cigarettes in vending machines 
could be purchased for 25<t per pack at 
the time. As the real price was 23<t, each 
pack contained two Lincoln cents under 
the cellophane wrapper as a refund. 
Apparently, a cigarette distributor was 
dipping from a mint bag containing 1955 
double die cents, for cigarette packs is 
where most of the uncirculated ones 
came from! In subsequent years we 
never heard of uncirculated pieces be- 
ing found in original rolls (indeed, no 
roll would have been purely 1955 dou- 
ble die cents anyway, for the output 
from the various cent presses was mix- 
ed). Most uncirculated pieces known 
today were picked out of changeduring 
the days following their first 
appearance. 

While the 25(1: valuation might seem 
ridiculous today, it wasn't then. There 
was virtually no interest in collecting 
mint errors, and die-preparation errors 
were interesting but hardly in great 
demand. We recall selling off-center 
Liberty nickels, etc. at a d/scount for they 
were "defective" coins and few wantecd 
them; now, of course, mint errors are 
collected In their own right and bring 
high premiums. 

News articles in the various coin 
collecting publications, spearheaded, if 
memory serves, by Numismatic News, 
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which called the coin the ''Shift Cent/' 
began to whet colleaors' interest. The 
price climbed to $1 per coin, and then to 
$2, and it seemed that everyone wanted 
one! When Jim Ruddy and I formed our 
business partnership by combining our 
previous companies in 1958, the price 
had climbed to over $5 a piece. An early 
advertisement of ours implored collec- 
tors to buy uncirculated coins for $7.50 
each! Dozens of orders poured in; far 
more orders than we had coinson hand. 
So, we ran advertisements in New York 
and Massachusetts newspapers seeking 
to buy the coins. Soon we were paying 
$20, then $40 for slightly worn pieces! At 
one point we had 800 specimens on 
hand — certainly the largest holding 
ever! 

One man in Greene, New York, not 
far from our office, really was a treasure 
hunter and by looking through cents In 
circulation found 17 pieces to sell us! A 
nun in a convent near Boston sold us 
one coin at the time we were paying $20. 
She was a bit hesitant at first — "What's 
the gimmick? Why would anyone pay 
$20 for a penny only several years old?" 
But after our check arrived she no 
longer was skeptical and, in fact, sent us 
another coin a week or so later! 

The demand was on. We sold our 
holding and kept buying more. In the 
meantime the price climbed to $95, then 
$150, then past $200, then to $300, and 
today past the $500 mark for a truly select 
uncirculated example! 


Most of the examples cited have had 
reference to United States coins, but 
similar ones could be recounted about 
other phases of numismatics. Foreign 
coins are Interesting and collecting 
them can be most instructive, and, as in 
the case of U.S. coins, many of them 
have greatly appreciated in value over 
the years. Medals are very fascinating, 
particularly from an artistic standpoint, 
even though they do not represent 
Investment possibilities as profitable as 
do many monetary items. Then there are 
the many forms and types of tokens, 
generally inexpensive but seriously 
collected, researched and studied. 
Numismatics is, indeed, a broad and 
varied field in which you don't have to 
be among the "very rich" to find 
rewards. 

Each series offers its own fascinating 
history, replete with stories of romance, 
adventure, art, intrique and political 
struggle. It's up to us to discover the fun ! 

Conclusion: take the time to enjoy 
your collection, to become aware of Its 
history, and to reflect on its Investment 
potential with age. And take time to 
emphasize the positive aspects of coins 
and numismatics. We have a really great 
hobby, filled with interesting 
publications, people, organizations, and 
possibilities. As a numismatist you are a 
part of numismatics, so spread your 
enthusiasm and let others join in this 
pleasurable pastime.

Fifty Years

One of my most pleasant, self-imposed duties, is to reread The Numismatist 
magazines that were published fifty years ago. Since mine were acquired over 
a quarter of a century ago and read with relish at the time, a good part of their 
content has l6ng since been forgotten, and thus this "'duty'' becomes a 
pleasure. 


Beginning with the January, 1927 issue 
there is a continuation of D. C. Wismer's 
''Descriptive List of Obsolete Paper 
Money,'" a monumental task the author 
started in the June, 1922, issue. During 
1927 Wismer covered from South 
Danvers, Mass, to St. Joseph, Missouri. 

More emphasis continued on medals 
than on coins, with two artistic ones 
designed by the noted sculptor, Emil 


Fuchs, and struck by Medallic Art Com- 
pany for The New York Times, being 
especially worthy of mention. The first 
was a plaque awarded as fjrst prize in the 
Intercollegiate Current Events Contest 
and the other a medal for the winner of a 
paper on the Constitution of the United 
States in the National Oratorical Con- 
test. 

The most Interesting article was a 
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accepted Continental currency, which ^ 

depreciated to practically nothing 
between 1777 and 1781. 

The February issue carried an editorial ' 

that is most timely. It was entitled: 

“What is the future of the half dollar?” 
and starts out: “Is the half dollar to 
become a denomination to be used : 

exclusively for commemorative coins?” 

It continues, mentioning that none were | 

struck in 1922, 1924, 1925 or 1926, except \ 

commemorative issues. If the author 
had been able to read the future, he 
could have stated that none would be j 

struck in 1930, 1931 and 1932 also. 

Seventeen pages were devoted to the 
report of the annual meeting of the 
American Numismatic Society. At that 


reprint of a paper by C. H. Martin, read 
before the Lancaster County (Pa.) 
Historical Society entitled “Notes on 
Money Other than United States Issues 
Used in Lancaster County, Penn- 
sylvania.” Mr. Martin researched the 
archives of the Society, finding the 
oldest reference to foreign currency to 
be in a letter dated March 6, 1684 from a 
land agent suggesting that 50 acres be 
annually rented for “an English dernier 
for each acre, which Is less than a Dutch 
sol.”

, The March issue announced the 

release of and pictured the Bennington- 
Vermont half dollar, although the article 
made no mention of the price or where 

I 



one could be obtained. I suspect that 
some future issues of The Numismatist 
will give us that information. This issue 
also informed its readers that Hungary 
had adopted the name "pengo" for its 
unit of currency. This denomination, we 
know, was issued under the regency of 
Admiral Horthy, and was later replaced 
by the "forint" under the republic. 

The February, 1924, Issue was known 
as the "Lincoln Issue," and described 
887 medals, plaques, tokens and coins 
struck in honor of Abraham Lincoln. The 
April, 1927, issue devoted eleven pages 
to describing fifty-two additional pieces, 
some of which were omissions from the 
original listing and others that were 
items struck after the Lincoln Issue went 
to press. This up-to-date endeavor was 
the work of Robert P. King of Erie, Pa. 

Having a special love for medals, I was 
interested In the medal issued by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in celebra- 
tion of that company's 100th birthday. 
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The company celebrated the occasion in 
Baltimore by inviting 1,000 guests 
''including presidents or executives of 
virtually every railroad in the country, 
prominent industrialists and financiers 
and officials of the state and city/' Each 
guest was presented a bronze 2 3/4 
inches in diameter medal with one side 
picturing Peter Cooper's "Tom Thumb" 
engine, one of the earliest locomotives 
in use in the United States and the other 
side showing a train drawn by the latest 
model locomotive engine. This in- 
teresting piece was designed by the 
Baltimore sculptor, Harris Schuler and 
struck by Medallic Art Company. 

This issue also announced and pic- 
tured two newly designed 1926 silver 
(.835 fine) coins of Italy, one with a value 
of five lire and the other ten lire. Their 
exchange values were, at that time, 21.5 
and 43 cents respectively. Today these 
same coins catalog in new condition at 
$50 and $250! 

The May issue is noteworthy because 
in it was started a new series by O. P. 
Ekiund entitled "Copper Coins of Mex- 
ico, Central America and South 
America." Mr. Ekiund was not a new- 


comer to The Numismatist, his articles 
having appeared from time to time since 
1921. His specialty was minor coins, 
especially copper ones. Besides articles 
on tokens and jetons, this magazine 
carried his articles on the copper coins 
of Austria-Hungary, France, the German 
States, the German Empire and 
Republic, Portugal, Russia and Poland, 
Spain, Italy and Sweden. 

Olie P. Ekiund commanded the 
respect of all numismatists. Born in 
Sweden in 1873, he came to the United 
States at the age of 16, first living with a 
brother in Nebraska, then moving to 
Idaho. In 1902 he moved to Fresno, 
California, and it was here that he first 
developed an interest In coins. He mov- 
ed on to Spokane in 1908 and built his 
own four room house that served him 
until his death in 1950. In spite of lacking 
a formal education in the United States 
and earning his living as a laborer, he 
managed to save enough to acquire the 
coins he needed for his study. A 
bachelor, he spent time in self- 
education, becoming fluent in German, 
French, Italian and all the Scandinavian 
tongues. His small home housed over 

40.000 minor coins of the world and over 

30.000 numismatic books, magazines, 
catalogs and monographs in many 
languages. He can only be compared to 
Jim Kirkwood, a self-educated carpenter 
of Cleveland, Ohio, who, in the 1940s, 
1950s and 1960s knew more about 
foreign paper money than anyone else 
in the United States. 

A fine, thought provoking, article 
appeared in the June Issue entitled 
"Some Curious Sidelights on the 
Character of Constantine the Great and 
their Effect on Some of his Coins" by 
Dudley Butler, the same scholar who 
wrote the story of "Salzburg 472-1816." 
This article, too, had been prepared 
initially to be read before the New York 
Numismatic Club. This Roman Emperor, 
soldier and statesman, was a controver- 
sial figure, whether properly un- 
derstood by the people of his day, or 
even more to the point, by the author, I 
can not say. Certainly, if Constantine 
had not chosen to embrace Christianity 
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and be baptised, the history of the world 
would have been different. 

Our old friend, Waldo C. Moore, 
continued his numismatic writings in the 
June issue. Many of you may have heard 
of the small Ohio town called Granville, 
home of Denison University. Mr. 
Moore's article concerned the ''Gran- 
ville Alexandrian Society." Our 
storyteller relates how a group of 
citizens In 1804 in Granville, Mass, 
decided to move to Ohio, establish a 
town and provide a library for said town. 
To this end they obtained a charter to 
establish the library to be known as the 
Granville Alexandrian Society, and 
purchased some books with funds 
provided by "members." The society's 
charter, issued in 1807 by the Ohio State 
Legislature, granted broad powers, and 
In 1815 the library also became the Bank 
of Granville and immediately issued 
beautiful notes. In 1817 the bank failed 
to redeem its notes and its doors closed. 
But once was not enough. In 1836, under 
the same charter, the bank reopened, 
only to close again, this time forever, 
in 1838. 

The June Issue also announced the 
1926 coinage reform in Guatemala, with 
one quetzal equal to 60 pesos and 60 
pesos equal to one dollar. Today the 
gold 20 quetzales sells uncirculated for 
about $1000 and the gold 10 quetzales 
for about $800. 

The July Issue contained no articles 
worthy of mention other than the con- 
tinuation of the Ekiund and Wismer 
listings, but a new American hero was 
born on May 20, 1927 ... Charles A. 
Lindbergh. Announcements appeared 
of various medals struck for the "Lone 
Eagle," and medals awarded to him. 
Among the latter were the United States 
Distinguished Flying Cross, the French 
Cross of the Legion of Honor, the 
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Belgium Order of Leopold and the 
British Royal Air Force Cross. 

Finally, one other announcement, of 
interest to 'Vag pickers.'' To quote: 
''After many months — even years — of 
consideration, announcement is made 
that United States paper money of all 
classes will be reduced approximately 
one-third in size. The present size is 3 
1/8 by 7 3/8 inches. The new size will be 
2 3/8 by 6 inches — the same size as the 
paper money of the Phlllippine Islands." 

August, too, contained nothing out of 
the ordinary. We are reminded, though, 
that Great Britain introduced a change 
in 1927 in her three pence, six pence, 
shilling, florin, half crown and rein- 
troduced the crown after an absence of 
a quarter of a century. This Issue also 
announced and pictured Australia's first 
commemorative florin, struck to honor 
the opening of the new parliament 
house at Canberra. 

In the September issue D. C. Wismer's 
"Descriptive List of Obsolete Paper 
Money" was interrupted in the middle 
of Minnesota in order that The 
Numismatist could publish an article 
and listing by the same author of "Texas 
Treasury Warrants." Not being a student 
of this series it might be appropriate for 
Col. Grover Criswell, an expert in this 
field to comment on the accuracy of Mr. 
Wismer's article and the 206 types of 
notes that the author lists. 

In this same Issue Is a descriptive list of 
the coinage of Morelas by Edward E. 
Brennan ll of Grand Rapids, Michigan. 
These unusual pieces of 1811, 1812, 1813 
and 1814 were of silver and copper. The 
silver pieces were cast and the copper 
pieces die struck. Most are recognized 
today because they have the word SUD 
on them. It would be my guess that Mr. 
Brennan was stimulated to undertake 
this project because he had been 
reading O. P. Ekiund's series, which 
described the copper coins of Morelas 
in the June issue. 

I have not previously commented on 
the various numismatic societies and 
clubs that reported their meetings from 
time to time. This issue listed eighteen, 
including the ANA. The dthers are the 


American Numismatic Society (New 
York City), Boston (Mass.) Numismatic 
Society, Buffalo (N.Y.) Numismatic 
Association, Chicago (III.) Coin Club, 
Detroit (Mich.) Coin Club, Greenville 
(S.C.) Numismatic Society, Long Island 
Numismatic Association (Brooklyn, N. 
Y.), New York (N. Y.) Numismatic Club, 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society 
(Montreal, Canada), Pacific Coast 
Numismatic Society (San Francisco, 
Calif.), Rochester (N. Y.) Numismatic 
Association, St. Louis (Mo.) Numismatic 
Society, Springfield (Mass.) Coin Club, 
The Numismatic and Antiquarian Socie- 
ty of Philadelphia (Pa.), Washington 
(D.C.) Coin Club, Western Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Society (Pittsburgh, Pa.) and 
Western Reserve Numismatic Club 
(Cleveland, Ohio). 

The annual convention of the 
American Numismatic Association was 
reported in detail In the October issue. 
Held In Hartford, Conn, from August 20 
to 25, it boasted a registration of 79 
members. As of the date the convention 
opened, the membership stood at 1002, 
a net gain of 36 over the previous year. 
With dues at $1 and a subscription to The 
Numismatist an additional $2, It can be 
understood why the association 
operated on a limited budget. The 
Treasurer (unlike our government) 
operated a balanced budget, and in fact 
reported a surplus of $250.28 for the 
year. Likewise, the business manager of 
The Numismatist reported a surplus of 
$2185.53, an increase in the cash balance 
from the previous year of $753.25. Con- 
sidering that Hartford had no coin club, 
the registration of 79 Indicated a good 
turn out for the convention. We must 
remember that at that time the emphasis 
was on the business meetings. There was 
no bourse and only 14 members ex- 
hibited coins, medals, tokens and paper 
money. This was not an affair to which 
the general public was invited. 

The most interesting article in the 
November issue, called "Fractional 
Currency Information," was a reprint of 
a paper presented at the Hartford con- 
vention by Henry Russell Drowne. The 
author told of his developing interest In 
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i fractional currency, which began when 

' he attended the Centennial Exposition 

in Philadelphia in 1876. Because he was 
* unable to find out the whys, whens and 

I wheres to many of his questions, a friend 

' of his father, with connections in the 

^ treasury department, suggested he write 

down his questions and forward them to 
an official in Washington who could 
probably get the answers for him. The 
, questions and answers are part of this 

I article, and I am certain that much of the 

information obtained served many of

rays for $7 and all proof nickels from 
1884 to 1912 at 30(1: each. Proof flying 
eagle cents were $12 for the 1856, $5 for 
the 1857 and $4 for the $858. Uncir- 
culated Isabella quarters sold for $1.25 
and Lafayette dollars for $3.

The ''Official ANA Grading Standards'' textbook is now in the 
homestretch. 

With the "input" for the past two years from fifty-some collectors 
and professional numismatists now having been evaluated, Abe Kosoff 
(to whom rd handed the assignment to get the book ready for Western 
Publishing Company's presses) now ... with the welcomed and 
wholehearted assistance of Dave Bowers ... is on his final re-checking of 
this tremendous work. Besides Dave, Ken Bressett (manager. Whitman 
Coin Products Division of Western), who is going to have to sell this 
book, is to be "looking over the shoulders'' of Dave and Abe during 
this final re-checking. 

When that threesome pronounces the book finally ready for 
typesetting, Abe Is to hand the completed product to Glenn Smedley 
(whose ANA assignment is Publications) and to Glenn's two fellow 
committeemen, Ken Bressett and ANA governor Mort Reed. They'll read the book with a fresh 
look and the book passing their scrutiny, they'll tell the ANA board to let the presses roll. 

As would be expected, some ... who've read the typescript as It has been developing ... have 
thought the proposed grading standards to be "too tight.'' Others have felt the standards were 
"too loose.'' But, almost without exception they've urged, "Hurry and get the book off the 
presses, so we'll all be marching to the same drummer!'' 

This "Official ANA Grading Standards for United States Coins'' will be one of the major 
accomplishments of the American Numismatic Association. And, In my opinion, it will be the 
most helpful, tangible contribution ANA has made to its members in the association's 86 years. 

Will the book be used? 

You can bet your bottom buck that it'll be used! 

No matter what juicy, alluring adjectives an advertiser uses to describe his advertised "choice 
gem, brilliant, delicious'' coin, ask him how his coin grades under "The Official ANA Grading 
Standards for United States Coins.'' If the advertiser doesn't want to adopt this official book's 
grading standards, you can't force him to do so ... but, also, he can't force you to buy from him. 

Further, this book should drive the deceptive "commercial Unc'' and the "commerical AU'' 
gradings out of our lexicon. As I understand it, that word "commercial'' is a code word for "one 
grade lower'' ... but the seller fails to explain that to the collector In Punkin Center, Kansas, ... or 
even in sophisicated New York City. 

Since August '75, I've seen many hundreds of coins with "Ch BU'' lettered on their "two-by- 
two'' holders, bought from mail-order houses, but which would grade no better than "AU-50'' ... 
or even "EF-40'' ... in ANA's new grading book. 

One of the first recipients of a copy of the book is going to be the office of the U.S. Postal 
Inspector in Washington, D.C. In fact I think we'll send a copy to each regional office of the Postal 
Inspector to help them in their current and future Investigations of sellers suspected of use of the 
U.S. Malls with intent to defraud. As this is being written, the Postal Inspector now is putting 
together evidence to bring a federal criminal indictment on use of the U.S. Mail with the intent to 
defraud. 

Three other mall order sellers currently are under investigation for evidence needed to stop 
delivery of mail ... the same careful and complete Investigations as the Postal Inspector used in 
closing Security National/Riverside Coins on Febraury 18, 1977. The three current investigations 
are the direct result of a thorough investigative report by Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS) 
Chicago office. CBS Newscaster Pearlman ordered a few hundred advertised coins over a period 
of months, each coin advertised as being uncirculated ... most, of course, being advertised as "Ch 
BU.'' 

Before I close this page, I want to voice my personal appreciation to the several hundred 
dealers and collectors who've given me the needed information over the past twenty-three 
months. Especially am I Indebted to those who willingly took a substantial financial loss in order 
that deceptively described coins could be turned over to the Postal Inspector as evidence, 
instead of returning the coins to the sellers for a refund.

Virgil Hancock, retiring ANA president, finding two short years 
insufficient to effect all the reforms he sought to accomplish, has 
decided to see if, as governor, with a vote on ANA’s board for two 
more years, he can accomplish further changes needed to make the 
board still more responsive to ANA members. 

As ANA president, Hancock has tried to make ANA a more 
disciplinary organization (witness Columbia Mint, Security- 
National/Riverside Coins, and lesser fry). 

He proposed a new ANA membership classification, 

''Professional Numismatist” to be awarded to coin dealers only 
upon adequate examination and investigation, subject to review for 
renewal every three years. ''Professional Numismatist” members 
would be loaned distinctive "PN” emblems for their adver- 
tisements, so long as they maintain ''Professional Numismatist” 
membership. Advertising use of ANA's regular emblem would be 
prohibited, stopping use of that emblem by any questionable 
dealer simply because he's hired an ANA member. 

Hancock also argues that In election of a board of governors there should be some means by 
which ANA members can make clear-cut decisions between two candidates having opposite 
views on any critical question, rather than the out-moded ''top seven” winners, whereby two 
candidates with opposing views both may be elected, each thus canceling the other. 

Knowing his way around official Washington, D.C. with his active part In creating ANACS,the 
Hobby Protection Act, counterfeit detection seminars, his personal ''follow ups” on ANA 
members' complaints, Hancock welcomes your suggestions for further advancement of ANA 
during the next two years.

Thomas L. Elder, one of the most prominent numismatists of the twentieth century, 
was born in Pennsylvania on November 22, 1877. Shortly after the turn of the century 
he became a coin dealer, his first location being Pittsburgh, Pa. His earliest token 
issues, which list his address as 238 Sheridan Street, advertise him as an ^Mmporter and 
Dealer in Ancient and Modern Coins, Paper Money, Curios, Cut Gem Stones, Etc.^^ 



Shortly thereafter Elder relocated to 
New York City where, in 1905, he held 
his first auction sale. He became a 
leading numismatic auctioneer and his 
sales, which numbered over three hun- 
dred, included many major collections. 

Over the years Elder issued well over a 
hundred tokens and medals. Many of 
these were of a historical nature, but 
there were also political items as well as 
so-called dollars. These issues were 
usually struck in several different 
metals, but in very limited quantities. 

Elder was a major proponent of token 
and medal collecting, and authored 
many articles on the subject. Best known 
of these is his ''A Plea for American 
Token Collecting"', read at a meeting of 
the New York Numismatic Club (this 
organization was founded by Elder in 
1907) and later published in the April, 
1915 Issue of The Numismatist The last 
paragraph of this article, reprinted here. 



is as appropriate now as it was in 1915: 
''The subject of American tokens 
could not possibly be covered or 
even well outlined in a paper such 
as I have read this evening. They 
form a subject which should be 
thoroughly exploited by both word 
and pen. They have a vital relation 
to our country's history. Their 
educational value alone should 
serve to put them in high favor with 
all collectors of Americana. I hope 
the older collectors will revive their 
interest In them, and that the 
younger collectors will form a 
better acquaintance with them and 
the men and events they com- 
memorate. Let us not fall under the 
spell of the tendency to collect die- 
cracks, dates, error dies, and 
monotonous lines of dates of U- 
nited States coins. We do not have to 
go any further to realize that we 
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have in this subject of tokens a field 
of great interest, and great 
possibilities. Let us all make an 
effort to boost the American 
Token.'' 

I don't know if the illustrated item 
qualified under the heading of ex- 
onumia, but it certainly is one of Elder's 
most interesting issues. It is made of

Itisa paradox that many collectors find 
items representing the "'forces of evil" to 
be more attractive and desirable than 
those which represent more salutary 
powers. Witness, for example, the enor- 
mous trade conducted in Nazi material 
in this country. These colleaors usually

This token is listed as #8 in Arlie Slabaugh's 
TAMS listing of KKK tokens. 

Most Klan tokens (there are over 50 
varieties) are membership pieces, com- 
memoratives or pronouncements of the 
Klan's own brand of chauvinism. The 
obverse of this token is innocuous 
enough. The motto "non silba sed 
anthar" is supposed to be a combination 
of Latin and Saxon which means "Notfor 
Self, but for Others." The reverse, 
however, stands alone as an example of 
the vitriolic nature of the KKK. Need we 
be reminded that these hooded fraters 
were intensely anti-Catholic as well as 
anti-black and antl-semitic? We are 
reminded with a vengence! — HJ.L 

Their small brass token, with Its reverse 
die resembling the seated liberty half 
dime of the period, is fairly common 
today. 
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Frank Duffield's extensive article on 
Baltimore tokens, published in The 
Numismatist for March, 1907, lists the 
above mentioned token as number 134. 
He writes of the company: ''In 1872 R. 
Tynes Smith and William A. Wicks, un- 
der the style of Smith & Wicks, formed a 
partnership for the manufacture of 
oyster and fruit cans at the foot of Mill 


street. In 1888 the firm was succeeded by 
the Smith Can Co.'' 

Here we have a completely unlisted 
token of Smith & Wicks. It was struck in 
brass by the famous Baltimore die- 
sinker, J.F.W. Dorman, as was the listed 
variety. For the reverse Dorman utilized 
the liberty head design found on so 
many of his tokens. — D.f.S.

Paris Mint Offers Medal Honoring Treaty of Independence 



In addition to a series of medals struck last year by the Paris Mint honoring our Bicentennial of 
Independence (page 776, April, and page 2180, October, 1976 issues of The Numismatist), the 
Paris Mint now offers another creation honoring America. This most recent offering honors the 
signing of the Treaty of Independence of the United States on September 3, 1783. The obverse 
features portraits of John Adams, Benjamin Franklin and John Jay, the three American 
representatives signing the document in Paris. A facsimile of the treaty appears on the reverse 
over which are superimposed the signatures of the signers, including David Hartley, the English 
ambassador, plus the official seals. 

The work of Daniel Ponce, medals are available In 81 mm; bronze is priced at 71 francs (approx. 
$15.75 U.S.) and silver at 629 francs (approx. $140 U.S.). Correspondence and orders regarding 
this issue should be directed to: Monnaie de Paris, 11 Qual de Conti, 75270 Paris — Cedex 06, 
France. 
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■ Q. Name six coin denominations that 
bear the names of prominent represen- 
tations on them. 

■ Half a century ago, in 1927, 163 names 
were added to the ANA membership 
roll. At the Atlanta convention this year 7 
of them will receive their 50-year 
membership gold medals and thereafter 
will be known as Golden Members. One 
of them is Life Member 106, and the 
others are Regular Members with 
numbers from 3100 to 3239. 
Congratulations, gentlemen. 

■ When a new medal (or coin) is to be 
produced today, the sculptor's positive 
(relief) plaster model is placed on a 
pantograph type lathe that reproduces 
the design in steel in reduced size. The 
die is an exact replica (incused) of the 
model except for size. One or more 
hardened steel hubs (design in relief) 
are made from the master die and then 
working dies (design incused) are press- 
ed from the hubs. Thus hundreds, of 
working dies, if so many may be needed, 
can be produced from the single master 
and every one of them will be exactly 
like the master. Such was not the case 
when working dies were hand cut 
directly in steel. 

Shown here is an award medal (44 
mm.) bearing the obverse inscription: 
AMATEUR ATHLETIC UNION OF THE 
UNITED STATES MDCCCLXXXVIll, and 
in the wreath on the reverse: CHAM- 
PION. The reverse of the bronze medal 
has, near the lower edge In small letters: 
V D BRENNER FECIT — R STOLL MAKER 
N.Y. There is no indication of the 
producers on the silver medal. 

These two medals, although very 
similar in general appearance, were

struck from different obverse and 
reverse dies. Why? Maybe the dies were 
damaged, worn out or lost. Probably the 
Brenner dies were made first, and very 
likely the second pair were cut by 
someone else. To my eyes, the unsigned 
pair are of inferior workmanship. If 
these pieces were coins, rather than 
medals, the silver one probably would 
be called a counterfeit. But the 1900 
winner of the 880 yard (half mile) run 
very likely didn't know the difference, 
or care, as long as it named him “cham- 
pion."

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Photography: An Important Tool in Coin Authenication 

Photography is one of the most important tools used at ANACS. Photographs give 
us a basis for comparison of the coin being examined with others of the same type that 
were checked at some previous time. 

The negatives and photographs also give us a readily available record of dies used to 
strike the various coins and allow us to determine die wear over a period of time. The 
old saying, ''a picture is worth a thousand words” is at least as pertinent in coin 
photography as anywhere else. 


However, coin photography consistsof 
much more than simply putting a coin 
under a camera lens and clicking the 
shutter. Careful consideration must be 
given to the selection of the film, the 
lighting conditions and methods 
employed In the darkroom to develop 
the negatives and transfer the image to 
paper. 

The actual equipment used to 
photograph coins Is probably less im- 
portant than the way that equipment is 
used. However, it must be realized that 
the better the equipment, the more 
satisfactory the results will be. We have 
seen some excellent results obtained 
with a simple box camera that had one 
or two extra lenses taped in front of the 
camera lens itself. 

Of course, that box camera had a 
good quality lens and the accessory 
lenses were also of good quality. They 
did not introduce any distortion in the 
field of view, nor was there any ap- 
preciable amount of light reflected 
back-and-forth between the surfaces of 
the various lenses. Cheap lenses would 
have introduced distortion and, since 
cheap lenses are seldom coated, light 
loss would have resulted In grossly un- 
derexposed pictures. 

Once the equipment to be used has 
been selected, the next consideration is 
the lighting of the subject. Extreme 
close-up photography does not 
necessarily mean that extremely bright, 
or hot, lights are required. Very often a 
simple tensor lamp Is all that is 


necessary. If that does not provide suf- 
ficient light, a 75 watt photoflood can be 
used. Ideally, the light source will be

shunted through a reostat so that light 
intensity can be controlled, depending 
on the reflectance of the object to be 
photographed. 

The film used should be as slow as the 
lighting will allow. Slower films will 
result in less graininess in the final print. 
However, when the photography is per- 
formed through a miscroscope, light 
loss might dictate use of a faster film. 

For example: most professional 
photographers would recommend that 
a slow-speed film such as Kodak 
Panatomic-X or Plus-X Pan be used. To 
overcome the loss of light in the 
microscope, it might be necessary to go 
to a higher speed film, such as Tri-X Pan. 
Then, to overcome increased graininess 
of the Tri-X film, a diluted developer 
should be considered. The slower 
developing time resulting from diluting 
the developer, will normally result in 
grain fineness approximating the 
slower speed film. 

Most developers can be mixed with 
one to three parts water but you should 
consult the data books for actual 
dilutions and developing times . . . and 
then experiment on your own, both

with time and with amount of agitation. 
Yes, the agitation of the developer is 
very important because that has an 
effect on the tonal quality of the 
negatives. 

As with the camera equipment, the 
darkroom can be simple or It can be 
elaborate. For a number of years, our 
personal darkroom consisted of nothing 
more than a light-proof changing bag. 
The film was loaded onto the spools 
inside the changing bag and placed 
inside a daylight developing tank. That 
changing bag, tank and spools, the 
developer and other chemicals all fit 
into an attache case. Of course, without 
an enlarger, the negatives had to be sent 
out to be printed commercially. 

When the AN ACS offices were moved 
to Colorado Springs from Washington, 
one of the important advantages from 
an economic point of view, was access to 
the darkroom equipment in ANA 
Headquarters. That allowed us to do all 
of the photographic work right here 
without the need to have prints made 
commercially, thus providing better 
quality control. In turn, that capability 
allows us to return photo certificates 
with the coins instead of several weeks 
later. Under normal circumstances, we 
can accomplish all of this within a day or 
two of receipt of the coin. 

We also have the capability of setting 
up a meaningful file of detail photo 
records of every coin that comes in. This 
becomes increasingly important as time 
goes on because we can compare coins 
that will come in in the future with coins 
that have been examined in the past. 

These detail photographs can be im- 
portant to everybody. In cases of ques- 
tion or dispute, ANACS can often supply 
photographic evidence of the coin in 
question. Unfortunately our budget 
does not allow us to give the 
photographs away. We must charge a 
nominal fee for them in order to keep 
the red ink off our ledgers. We do not 
advertise this capability for several 
reasons — we are not trying to compete 
with commercial photographic houses 
and we do not have a large enough staff 
to do this commercially. All we are 
attempting to do is help the collector.

Last year we celebrated our Bicentennial with great gusto and enthusiasm. With the 
Romans two hundred years meant little or nothing. They waited for a thousand years, 
a millenium, before celebrating and then they did very little about it, at least 
compared to our activities last year. 


The exact founding of Rome is 
obscured in mythology, but legend tells 
us that Romulus and Remus, the twin 
sons of the goddess Silvia, founded 
Rome shortly before 700 B.C. As 
numismatists we are quite interested in 
that part of the legend which says that 
the twins were placed, as babes, in a 
trough and cast in the Tiber river. 
Grounded on a marsh, a she-wolf found 
them and suckled them as she would 
haye her own cubs. 

A little over one thousand years later, 
Constantine the Great and his sons were 
so fascinated with the story that they 
issued commemorative coins about the 
size of a dime, showing the she-wolf 
suckling the babes. Struck from A. D. 330 
to 346, this was to celebrate the 
millenium of Rome. David R. Sear 
(Roman Coins and Their Values) assigns 
number 3794 to these and values them at 
about $10. 

Now just what is the purpose of this 
short historical dissertation? I have ac- 
quired three of these coins with 
Romulus and Remus being suckled by 
the she-wolf, and they are going to 
juniors six, seven and eight who com- 
plete the Advanced Roman Coin Pro- 
ject. (You will recall that the last 
YNN carried the announcement that the 
first five juniors to complete the Ad- 
vanced RCP would receive Roman coins 
having Chi Rho Christograms.) 
Remember, completing the Advanced 
RCP earns four Byzantine coins, and this 
Romulus and Remus coin is strictly an 
extra bonus. So, get started on your 
numismatic activities and be one of the 
firstelghttocomplete the Advanced RCP. 

By now you have surely read your Fall, 
1976, The Young Numismatist. Wasn't It 
great? There may have been better 
issues but I haven't seen them. Also, isn't 


this possibly the largest, thirty-six pages? 

Now don't write Paul M. Kelley, 
editor, concerning his fine job. Paul 
doesn't need plaudits, he needs more 
articles on numismatics in order to get 
out an issue to surpass his last ac- 
complishment. Paul's address: P. O. Box

Is there any other benefit for having 
an article in The YNl There certainly is. 
An article in The YN earns Coin No. 7 in 
the Roman Coin Project, actually a coin 
from the Byzantine Empire. How about 
the dozen or so writers in the latest YN? 
Yes, all are eligible for a Byzantine coin. 
Write David R.Cervin,6201 Adirondack, 
Amarillo, TX 79106, for a RCRF. 
However, this is a part of the Advanced 
RCP (coins 5 thru 8), and the Regular 
RCP (coins 1 thru 4) must be completed 
before any coins can be earned under 
the advanced program. 

Can coin No. 7 be earned before Nos. 
5 & 6? Yes, but all, plus coin No. 8, have 
to be earned to be eligible for the bonus 
coins announced in this and the last 
column. 

Are there still unannounced additions 
to the RCP? Yes, just watch for future 
columns of the YNN.

Aptucxet Trading Post 350 years Old 



The Aptucxet Trading Post In Bourne, Massachusetts Is observing its 350th birthday. It was here 
in 1627 that the Pilgrims from Plymouth, in order to raise funds to repay their passage to America, 
established a “store" on the Manomet River (now the Cape Cod Canal) where the Dutch from 
New Amsterdam came with sugar, tobacco, and linen cloth to trade with the Wampanoag 
Indians for their furs. It was here that the first known business contract in America was drawn up 
and copies of this contract are available at the Post which is open from April 19 to October 12. This 
trading post is known as the Birthplace of American Free Enterprise and It was here that wampum 
was introduced as legal tender for business transactions. 

To honor this significant event in American history, medals in silver, bronze, and pewter are 
being struck by the V.H. Blackinton Co. in Attleboro Falls, Mass. Silver medals are available In 
limited numbers for $15.75, bronze for $3.15, and pewter for $5.25. They may be ordered from E.

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86th Anniversary Convention Medal Announced 


An ANA convention medal is enduring. Select one at random from your collection 
of them, or leaf through the pages of The Numismatist of a few short years ago and 
review their photographs — don't they bring back memories? Reminisce for a while, 
and think of the days you spent at the convention commemorated there, the fantastic 
deal you made in the bourse, the award you won for your display, or the collectors 
with similar interests whom you befriended. Chances are you had forgotten much of 
this, and more, but the medal brings it all back to you. A work of art, a tangible 
reminder of the past, and a piece of ANA history. 


The medal to be issued in conjunction 
with the 86th Anniversary Convention of 
your association, to be held In Atlanta, 
Georgia, August 23-28, 1977, is destined 
to assume its rightful place among the 
many outstanding medallic creations of 
the past. When former ANA historian, N. 
Neil Harris, prepared his comprehensive 
history of the ANA convention medal, 
he had no illustions that he, himself, 
would one day design and sculpt one. 
But this is precisely what has happened, 
and shown on these pages are the results 
of his labors. "'It's quite exciting," says 
Harris, now editor of The Numismatist; 
"In 1972, when I did my first medal, I 
thought it would be nice to be able to do 
an ANA medal one day. This is a real 
thrill." 

The obverse of the medal com- 
memorates the BICENTENNIAL OF THE 
ADOPTION OF THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE STATE OF GEORGIA 1777-1977. 
Before a scroll on which the words, THE 
CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF 
GEORGIA, are graven, sits a woman, a 
symbolic figure of Georgia Augusta. She 
wears a cap of liberty, holds a spear, and 
leans on a horn of plenty. In the 
foreground are two men with urns 


representing the Savannah and 
Altamaha Rivers, the boundaries of 
Georgia. These figures and the scroll are 
a composite of two early Georgia 
colonial and state seals. The rays of a 
rising sun, giving hope for the future of 
Georgia as it enters its third century, 
complete the symbology. Arcing proud- 
ly above is the legend: AMERICAN 
NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION EIGHTY- 
SIXTH ANNIVERSARY CONVENTION. 

Central to the reverse design is 1838 • 
THE UNITED STATES MINT 
DAHLONEGA GEORGIA • 1861. This 
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famous and historic building, once a 
“gold only"' mint of the United States, is 
now a state museum and will be the 
primary attraction on one of the con- 
vention tours. Above is the AN A lamp of 
knowledge, basic to the ANA conven- 
tion, which will be held in ATLANTA 
GATEWAY CITY OF THE SOUTH 
AUGUST 23-28 1977. In the exergue is a 
stylized phoenix, that fabled bird which, 
rising from its ashes, began a new life. 
Nothing could be more symbolic of 
Atlanta than this mythical bird, for so 
also did this city itself rise from the 
devastation of the Civil War. 

Harris has rendered a fine balance of 
the historical with the allegorical In what 
he readily admits is “...something of a 
more classical design than those of ANA 
medals struck in recent years. “ Mindful 
not only of his personal reputation as an 
aspiring sculptor, but also of his obliga- 
tion to sustain the high quality found in 
prior ANA medals, Harris has devoted 
much of his spare time to refinements In 
the design which will enhance Its 
destinctive character and beauty. He has 
also worked closely with a represen- 
tative of the Roger Williams Mint to 
assure the compatability of his design 
with the exacting striking specifications 


of the mint. Located in Providence, 
Rhode Island, the Roger Williams Mint is 
among the older, more well established 
of our private mints. Many of its com- 
mercial, proprietary and award products 
are present in the ANA Museum. 

As in the past, these two destinctive 
designs will be available in a variety of 
forms. A 1 1/2 inch bronze men's 
registration badge, and a 3/4 inch 
bronze ladies' badge will be available by 
subscription, as well as at the conven- 
tion. The traditional three-piece medal 
set, encased In plastic, will have not only 
the 3/4 inch and 1 1/2 inch bronze 
medals, but also a 1 1/2 inch fine silver 
specimen. Inflation not withstanding, 
prices for these items remain the same as 
in recent years: $3.50 each for the 
registration badges, and $17.50 for the 
medal set. 

Orders for these items, for delivery in 
Atlanta, may be placed through use of 
the convention registration card found 
elsewhere in this issue of The 
Numismatist Orders may also be placed 
with ANA headquarters, but shipment 
will not be made until September.

1977 Convention Medals Available in Gold! 

Gold for Georgia will be available to all ANA members. In addition to the traditional 
bronze and fine silver additions of the convention medal design, gold registration 
badges and gold medals have been authorized by your board of governors. As was 
the case in 1976, both the badge and the medal will be the same size as the ladies' 
bronze badge, or 3/4“ (19 mm). They will be available only on a prepaid subscription 
basis. Regrettably, firm prices were not known at press time. 


The .900 fine (21.6 kt.) gold medal will 
be housed in a plastic holder compatible 
with the holder for the regular three- 
piece medal set. In order that as many 
ANA members as possible may have the 
opportunity of ordering this medal, sub- 
scriptions will be open through August 
28, the final day of the convention. 
Orders will be taken at the convention, 
or may be mailed to ANA headquarters. 
Medals will be mailed to purchasers in 
late September or October. While all 
gold medals will be serially numbered, it 
will not be possible to assign numbers 
on request. 


The 10 kt. gold registration badge, 
complete with suspender ribbon, will 
complement the regular bronze badges 
and silver medals. Final orders for these, 
too, will close on August 28; but for 
those who may wish to have their badges 
during the convention, a July 18 cutoff 
date has been established. Every effort 
will be made to have prepaid orders 
received at ANA headquarters prior to 
July 18 filled for delivery during conven- 
tion week. Members interested in 
ordering either of these gold Issues 
should send a deposit in the amount of 
$25 for the registration badge, and $50 
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for the medal, to ANA Headquarters, 
P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, 
Colorado 80901. These deposits will be 
credited toward the final purchase price 
when it is known.

Paris Mint Aviators Medals 



The International Numismatic Agency of New York City, has been appointed by the Monnaie 
De Paris, the official Mint of the Republic of France, to distribute three historic medallions 
honoring famous French aviators. 


1927, LE BRIX AND COSTES: The two aviators are pictured In profile on the obverse. 

1929, ASSOLANT, LE FEVRE, LOTH: Busts of the 3 aviators In flight garb who made the first 
French flight without stop between America and Europe on June 13-14, 1929. 

1930, COSTES AND BELLONTE: Portraits of two aviators who linked Paris to New York for the 
first time by air, flying from East to West on September 1-2, 1930. 

The 68mm medals (over 2 5/8 inches) are minted in high relief with deep sculptural dimension 
and will be edgemarked with the date 1977. Released in tribute to the 50th Anniversary of 
Lindbergh's non-stop air voyage to Paris, they are the work of the celebrated French Sculptor 
Anie Mouroux. 

Charles Lindbergh's successful air crossing in 1927, Inspired aviators everywhere to duplicate 
his feat and to expand the territorial dimensions of his grand endeavor. Especially in France 
where Lindbergh was viewed as a great American hero, French aviators were inspired to 
challenge the air and create new world records. The three French aviator medals commemorate 
successful ventures that not only contributed to France's national prestige, but did much to give 
credence to the safety and exploratory value of the airplane, which was still viewed by most of the 
world with apprehension and doubt. 

The French Aviator Medals are available from International Numismatic Agency, official 
American representative for the Monnaie De Paris at $19.50 each for bronze, and $86.50 each for 
sterling silver. Each medal is accompanied by a lucite desk easel for display purposes. A postage 
and handling charge of $2 per medal is requested and delivery Is expected within 4-8 weeks.

featuring fakes 

You see, above, a ''192V' Philadelphia dime, enlarged. Dick Yeoman's "Red Book" 
says only 1,230,000 Philadelphia dimes were coined In 1921. Thus it isn't a coin you see 
in AU condition in every neighborhood coin shop. Eventually this "1921" dime landed 
at ANACS for certification. 

Was it a cast counterfeit? No. Had a "D" been so skillfully removed that its removal 
could not be detected? No. Anyway, altering a 1921-D would make no sense, the 
values being about the same. Had this "1921" dime been struck on counterfeit dies? 
No. Originally, had there been some final numeral different than this final numeral 
"1" in the date? (Seemingly, it's usually the last digit with which the sharpies tinker to 
bring them a less-than-honest buck.) This coin showed none of those "symptoms." 
So, let's look at the "2" of this "1921." 

Under magnification with the trusty Nikon zoom stereo 'scope, the fraud was there 
to see ... the numeral "2" had not been on that coin when it left Philadelphia! 

At the top of the page opposite, the micrograph of the "1921" date may or may not 
reproduce well enough that you can see at the bottom of the "2" a very, very faint 
"seam" or "gap" where the "2" meets its field ... a faint seam which you'd never catch 
with the ordinary, hand-held magnifying glass. To contrast the juncture of this "2" and 
its field, look at the enlarged "19" and its field ... note how "19" blends into the field. 
Thus you now know the "2" is added. 

But let us assume than an even more skillful job had been done In adding the 
numeral ... and sometimes a mintmark or numeral is so well attached that even the 
best optical microscope won't unmask it. Then you could try the scanning electron 
microscope (s.e.m.), priced at about fifty grand, but available in the chemistry 
departments of most universities, fee about $45 a coin. With the s.e.m. you can go up 
to 2,000-X and higher, and with 300 times greater depth of focus than you could get 
with the best optical microscope for any given magnification. For coins, 1,000-X serves 
well. 

Let us say you don't want to spend the $45 unless you really had to do so. Suppose 
you could not see any gap under the "2" with your trusty Nikon. As an experienced 
authenticator you would still refuse to buy this specific coin, thanks to your 
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examination of the surface of this coin's obverse using your own 30-X stereo 'scope. 

With your 30-X Nikon (or Zeiss) you'd see another ''symptom" which would make 
you decide not to buy this coin, even though you could not prove that a gap existed at 
the juncture of the "2" and its field. Looking at the coin's reverse you'd note the cords 
binding the fasces are still quite sharp, indicating that the coin had not seen much 
wear, and would probably be graded VF or EF. Study through your 'scope would show 
the coin's original flow-lines, radiating from the center of the coin to its rim, 
throughout all 360 degrees of the reverse. 

You'd expect to see the same grading, full flow-lines, on the obverse. Yet, with the 
coin's obverse under the 'scope, as shown In the micrograph above, you would see 
that the area around and through the date has been "whizzed." And instead of 
showing the obverse's original flow-lines radiating from the coin's center to the rim, 
you'd see the magnified every-which-way marks created by "whizzing" with a power- 
driven tiny brass "whiskbroom." 

Those "whiskbroom" marks, as you may or may not be able to see on the obverse 
photo enlarged at top of page opposite, are only on that part of the obverse field to 
your right of winged head Liberty, starting at 3:00 o'clock, on down over the entire 
date area, and around to 7:00 o'clock at the tip of Liberty's throat. Yet, to your left of 
Liberty, the coin's original flow-lines still are present throughout IN GOD WE TRUST 
and the rest of the field. 

Even without being able to prove that the date was altered, that fact that two-thirds 
of the obverse field still shows the original flow-lines, while only the area from "T" in 
LIBERTY on down through the date has been whizzed, will tell you that someone has 
tinkered with the date, and give you sufficient reason not to buy the coin. 

All of which brings me to my favorite query, ''F^ow can any coin dealer insure 
himself against buying a skillfully altered coin, unless he owns a top quality stereo 
microscope ... and knows what he's seeing through it?" And, in buying a microscope, 
don't buy a cheap one. A 'scope is a once-in-a-lifetime investment. 

The two 'scopes I've found best for coin examination are the Zeiss and the Nikon, 
both tops, neither one cheap. Many a dealer has recaptured the price of his 'scope the 
very first month, simply by not buying a coin he otherwise would have bought. 

What magnification is best? 30-X, or a zoom with 2-X objectives and 15-X oculars.

This is a Cinderella tale, a tale of rags and riches. 

Without disparaging the donors who made it possible, collection of small cents In 
your ANA museum has been not only incomplete, but motley at best. Now, thanks to 
the generosity of a man who realized it made '^sense to collect cents,'' not only is your 
collection now complete, but also containing of several historically and artistically 
significant additions. 

The W. Philip Churchill collection of 
small cents was, as Is the case with 
virtually every important collection, 
painstakingly assembled over a period 
of years. Housed in five compatible and 
attractive plastic holders are 242 
different regular issue United States 
cents, from 1856 through 1974. Among 
the Lincoln cents, there are 29 proof 
specimens; for those struck between 
1909 and 1916, only the 1909 plain is 
lacking. The balance of the set, save for 
the 1955 shift cent. Is uncirculated. 

Proof Indianhead cents are here, too, 
with only the 1871 interrupting a con- 
secutive run from 1865 through 1873. 
Again, the balance of this handsome 
collection is uncirculated. The 
assemblege of flying eagle and copper- 
nickel cents is especially interesting: All 
but the 1856 and the 1860 specimens are 
proof. The 1857 proof is especially at- 
tractive — and valuable — as it is believed 
to be the second finest of ten known 
specimens. 

It Is with the 16 different patterns that 
we take our greatest pride. To better 
appreciate the importance of this, con- 
sider the following: Four are rarity five 
(R-5), four R-6, two R-7, three R-8, and 
one is unique. This latter piece, from the 
Brenner collection, is dated 1864, weighs 
6V/2 grains, and is struck on a thick 
copper planchet. 

While words are always necessary, 
pictures can say It better. Consider the 
1853 German silver specimen (Judd-149) 
— do you recognize the obverse die? Or 
the 1854 liberty seated design (Judd-156) 
J.156 - is it what you think it is? What about the 
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shield on the reverse of the 1884 
''nickel'' cent (Judd-1721)? Consider the 
eagle - do you like the design which was 
ultimately used, or do you find one of 
these preferable? Here are some of 
them for you to enjoy. And while you 
do, join us in thanking Mr. Churchill for 
making it all possible. 

There is another pattern in your ANA 
collection, less attractive perhaps but no 
less Important than the others shown 
here. Listed as Judd 223, it is a 50<t piece 
struck in 1858 of the Paquet design. In its 
beak an eagle holds a long ribbon 
bearing the Inscription E PLURIBUS 
UNUM. The gift of Gary Gordon and Bill 
Mitkoff, it is struck in copper, defaced, 
and unique. 

Soon after you read this, the new 
museum galleries will have been 
dedicated. Last month we shared with 
you scenes of the changes being 
effected within headquarters itself; this 
month we show you display cases as they 
are assembled by a local cabinetmaker. 
The shapes and configurations of the 
cases vary greatly, but in every instance, 
the craftmanship is excellent. In coming 
months you will see the realization of 



our dream, some of those who made it 
possible, and portions of the great 
collections which can now be displayed 
in a manner befitting their excellence.

Y*all Come to Atlanta 


Touring Atlanta: 1893 or 1977, Attractions Still Abound 


Atlanta, peach city of the South and site of this year's ANA convention, has been a 
tourist mecca since the mid-19th century. The pioneer of modern travel guidebooks, 
Karl Baedeker, visited the Queen City in 1893 — along with the rest of the United 
States — and enjoyed many of the same sites that those attending the ANA convention 
this August 23-28 will also want to see. 


''The capital of Georgia (the 'Gate 
City') with 65,533 inhabitants, is a 
prosperous commercial and industrial 
city with an important railway centre, 
whence lines radiate in all directions," 
Baedeker began. "The chief point of 
interest in the history of Atlanta, which 
was founded in 1840, is its seige and 
capture (September 2, 1864) by General 
Sherman, who, after holding the city for 
two months, began his famous 'March to 
the Sea.' The business quarter was 
previously burned down, either by 
design or accident, but has been rebuilt 
on a finer and more modern plan." 

Continuing to describe some of the 
local sites — many of which may still be 
visited — Baedeker noted that "The city 
is laid out in the form of a circle, of which 
the radius is 3 1/2 miles and the large 
Union Depot in the center. A little to the 
South of the station is the new State 
Capitol, which contains a library of 
about 50,000 volumes, and an interesting 
Geological Collection." 

Also given top mention in the tourist 
guidebook to 19th century America was 
the Court House, the federal Custom 
House, the Equitable Building, the 


magnificent Opera House, and the 
home of Joel Chandler Harris of "Uncle 
Remus" fame. 

Interestingly enough, the book also 
makes mention of the Dahlonega Gold 
Mines — located about 60 miles north of 
the Queen City — as a place of possible 
interest for the turn-of-the century 
tourist to visit. It still is today, and as one 
of the ANA tours, will afford many an 
interesting day into the past when the 
Dahlonega Mint struck gold coin and 
the region was a mining boom-town. 

To assure every ANA member an 
inexpensive means of seeing the glories 
of Atlanta's past and present, the con- 
vention tour committee has arranged an 
assortment of bus tours: 

City Tour: Slated for Convention 
Tuesday (1-5 p.m., August 23), the City 
Tour of Atlanta will be a four-hour view 
of downtown Atlanta and the surround- 
ing area. First will be a ride to Grant 
Park and the famed Cyclorama — a three 
dimensional recreation of the battle of 
Atlanta, September 1864. Buses will then 
return downtown to view the State 
Capitol, Georgia State University, the 
Martin Luther King Memorial, and "Five 
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Points/' the nearby center and meeting 
point in the financial district. 

Then, a ride up historic, lovely 
Peachtree Street, past the 70 story 
Peachtree Center, north to Colony 
Square, and to the Memorial Arts Center 
for a tour of Atlanta's cultural showcase. 
Continuing on Peachtree, the Georgia 
Governor's Mansion will come into view 
and, nearby, some of the nicest homes in 
the Queen City. On the return to the 
Marriott, THE Coca Cola Company plant 
and the Georgia Tech campus will be 
visited. Cost of this four hour introduc- 
tion to Atlanta is just $6, including ail 
transportation and admission fees. 

Stone Mountain: Historic Stone 
Mountain, the largest granite structure 
of its kind in the world, is more than just 
a scenic site: it is Atlanta's top tourist 
attraction. The Mountain is part of a 
3,200 acre park which is just 16 miles

from the convention hotel site. On 
Wednesday, August 24 schedule this 
tour for 1-5 p.m. 

At Stone Mountain, besides viewing 
the magnificent sculpture — which, at 
100 yards long, and 50 yards wide is the 
size of a football field — there are 
additional attractions that all visitors can 
enjoy: visiting the antebellum planta- 
tion, taking the Skylift ride to the top of 
the Mountain, travelling on the River- 
boat Henry Grady (a paddlewheeler), or 
just visiting the various museums and 
shops. The return will be via Druid Hills, 
a residential section containing many 
scenic homes. Cost of this afternoon of 
fun is just $7, all transportation and 
entrance fees included. 

Uptown Atlanta Tour: Thursday, 
August 25 slates a special three hour 
afternoon tour of some of the sites that 
have made Atlanta famous the world 
over. Leaving the hotel at 1 p.m., buses 
will tour Peachtree Center (with the 
tallest hotel In the world), then proceed 
to the Civic Center, Five Points, Georgia 
State University, and fabulous 
''Underground Atlanta,'' the city within 
the city that never closes. 

Stopping for a tour of the Georgia 
Capitol, the Secretary of State has 
promised to bid conventioneers 
welcome for the Peace State. In addition 
to an interesting museum, there are the 
Hall of Fame and the Hall of Flagsoff the 
General Assembly chamber to view. 

Next you will visit the Georgia World

Governor's Mansion 
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Congress Center, a $35 million exhibit 
hall owned by the State of Georgia. The 
auditorium has the capacity of making 
available simultaneous multilingual 
translations — ideal for international 
conferences. 

Closeby is Omni International, a 
sports complex known internationally 
for not only its architecture, but also its 
attendant facilities: 40 import shops, a 14 
story atrium, and one of Atlanta's most 
elegant hotels. This visit will cap an 
exciting day. Cost is just $5 per person, 
including all special arrangements. 

Dah Iomega: Georgia Gold! Site of 
America's first gold rush, Dahlonega is a 
lovely mountain town located about 60 
miles north of Atlanta. A bus tour to the 
first branch mint, where gold coins were 
struck, and to the museum which com- 
memorates it, is planned for Friday, 
August 26, 10 a.m.-5 p.m. Side trips will 
include the Court House Gold Museum, 
a visit to North Georgia College where 
the old Mint stood before it was bur ned to 
the ground, and the opportunity to see a 
complete set of Dahlonega gold. 

Luncheon will be at the famous Smith 
House, a family-style restaurant with 
delicious, country-fresh food. A typical 
Georgia fare will grace your table, and 
the meal will surely be one remembered 
long afterwards as a sample of fine 
Southern hospitality. 

Concluding the trip will be a visit to 
Helen, a mountain town that has been 
transformed into a modern Alpine 
village with many curio shops and other 
places of Interest. Cost of the entire day- 
long trip. Including lunch at Smith 
House, light refreshment on the way 
home, and all admission fees, is but $13. 

Down Home: Saturday, August 27, is 
shopping day — at least so far as the tour 
set up is concerned. At 10 a.m., buses 
will ride out Peachtree past Colony 
Square, the Fox Theatre (with Its unique 
architectural style), and into Northeast 
Atlanta. The first stop is the 20 acre estate 
of the Atlanta Historical Society. At 
Swann House, you will be guided 
through a graceful mansion filled with 
priceless antiques. Then a visit to the 
McElreath Hall, home of the Society, 
and its museum. Lunch is slated for an

elegant restaurant In the Northeast. Tin 
tour will end with a shopping sprees 
Lenox Square and Phipps Plaza, twoi 
the most fashionable malls in Atlanu 
Shuttle service between the malls \ 
available, and a complimentary shop 
ping bag and gift will be available to th( 
women in attendance. Several buses wil 
be on hand for the return to the hotel 
Cost, including luncheon and i 
transportation and entrance fees is jusi 
$10. Of course, the arranged convention 
bus tours can't possibly Include all the 
places you are sure to want to see during 
your stay. But the ongoing "'A to Z’ 
guide to Atlanta can offer more in« 
teresting hints on things to do and view 
In Atlanta: 

H stands for Hartsfield International 
Airport, the second busiest airport in the 
United States (only Chicago's O'Hare 
has more air traffic), the place where 
most visitors to the ANA convention will 
arrive (though there are nine other 
general aviation airports in the Atlanta 
metropolitan area). Other means of 
arriving do not include the railroad - 
ironic, since Atlanta was originally 
founded and called Terminus because it 
was at the end of the rail line — but there 
is good Greyhound and Trallways ser- 
vice, as well as several smaller inter- 
urban bus lines. Or, you can drive. No 
matter which way you come, the 
freeway system will be the best means to 
get to the Marriott Hotel (corner of 
Courtland & Cain Streets in downtown 
Atlanta). 

To get from Airport to Hotel: There is 
a Number 72 bus (the Airport Limited) 
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Rodin's "rOmbre" at Arts Center 


which goes from the Airport to Auburn 
& Peachtree Street, about five blocks 
from the Marriott Hotel convention site. 
(To return to the airport, you can reverse 
the process with the same bus). By car 
from the airport to the hotel, U.S. Route 
75/85 Is the quickest and most promising 
route. Reasonably priced limousine ser- 
vice is offered; cab service is also 
available to the hotel, but the airport is a 
considerable distance and the cost is not 
Inexpensive. 

High Museum is Another item on the 
list of “H'' musts to see. Located at 1280 
Peachtree St., N.E., the museum is part of 
the Atlanta Memorial Arts Center. 
Probably the most important elements 
of the High collection (named for 
donor, Mrs. J.M. High) are the 
Renaissance art works — Including the 
Samuel Kress collection, many 19th cen- 
tury American paintings, and more 
modern African and Aslan Art. Open 
Monday through Saturday, 10 to 5 (noon 
to 5 on Sunday), there is no charge for 
regular shows. 

To get there: From Five Points 
(Peachtree & Edgewood),take a number 
10 Peachtree Ansley bus north to the 
Museum. Or, catch the same bus at Cain 
& Peachtree Streets (two blocks west of 
Hotel). 

Three atriums stacked on each other, 
plus outside glass elevators, a magnifi- 
cent view, and a gourmet restaurant . . . 
not to mention impressive rooms and 
other facilities: that sums up another 
the Hilton Hotel, located just 
around the corner from the Marriott 
covention site, and an overflow hotel. 



The Hilton is one of Atlanta's finest 
hotels, the restaurant at the top of the 
42nd floor -- Nikolai's Roof — has 
excellent food and a magnificent view. 
Cost of a price fixed dinner (reservations 
are preferred: 659-2000) is $14.50. 

To get there: Walk two blocks north of 
the Marriott convention hotel to 
Courtlandt & Harris Streets. 

I In Atlanta stands for International 
— an apt description of the total flavor of 
the Queen City of the South. There are 
nine consulates and 23 trade offices 
from different countries located in 
Atlanta, a growing cosmopolitan city 
that symbolizes the emergence of the 
''Sun Belt" as the future of America. It 
also includes an international airport 
(see "H" above), and Omni Inter- 
national (see "O" below) — the local 
coliseum whose fare is worldwide in 
scope. 

J stands for Jade — and at the High 
Museum (see "H" above), the fabulous 
Arnett collection Is on display. This 
million dollar exhibition Is one of the 
many features of the High Museum that 
the visitor to Atlanta will want to see. 

K has a number of meanings In the 
Queen City and its surrounding area. 
Kenneshaw Mountain National 
Battlefield Park is a 2,800 acre site that 
commemorates the Civil War at the site 
of one of the most critical battles in the 
seige of Atlanta. Containing a museum 
of civil war artifacts, it also has a tower 
with a fine view of Atlanta In the dis- 
tance, and about 11 miles north of 
earthwork defenses. No charge for ad- 
mission. Open 8:30 to 5 Monday 
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through Saturday, an hour later opening 
and closing on Sunday. 

To get there: The battlefield is located 
on old U.S. 41 in Marietta (about 23 miles 
from Atlanta). Car is the best means of 
traveling there. 

K also stands for Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King jr., the Nobel laureate who 
was a native of Atlanta. His birthplace, 
Ebenezer Baptist Church (where he 
preached during his lifetime), and his 
grave are all located within a close 
proximity. To get there: see ''E'' 
(Ebenezer Baptist Church) directions. 

L in Atlanta stands for Lowe's Grand 
Theatre, the Opera House that Karl 
Baedeker visited in 1893 and termed a 
“must for any visitor to see in Atlanta. “ 
Here, the movie Gone With the Wind 
premiered in 1939 with Clark Gable and 
Vivian Leigh on hand. Through the 
years, Sarah Bernhardt, Caruso, and 
even Rudolph Valentino appeared on its 
stage. To get there: Walk west on Cain 
Street three blocks to Carnegie Way, 
Theatre is to the south. 

L also stands for the Carnegie 
Library, built by Andrew Carnegie in 
1900 as part of a nationwide program 
that he involved himself In. Inside the 
library, on the second floor, is a room 
devoted to Margaret Mitchell, author of 
Gone With the Wind. A rough draft of 
portions of the manuscript is on display 
alongside her typewriter. Inside the 
building there is also an imposing mar- 
ble sculpture, Rebekah Veiled, by C.M. 
Benzoni. To get there: follow directions 
to Lowe's Grand Theatre (across the 
street). 

M in Atlanta clearly stands for 
Margaret Mitchell, whose classic book 
on the antebellum south fixed the city in 
the nation's mind. There is a Margaret 
Mitchell Square in town — just opposite

the Lowe's Grand Threatre and Carnegie 
Library. A huge, round Coca Cola sign — 
often photographed and a dominant 
local landmark — marks the spot. Con- 
vention visitors will want to note that 
Tanner's, just a few feet from Lowe's, or 
the Dunkin Donut, across the street, 
offer tasty refreshments for parched 
throats. 

MARTA is another key “M" in this city 
— the Metropolitan Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Authority. The cost of a ride 
anywhere In the city is just 15 cents — a 
bargain for most commuters and 
visitors. To get specific Information 
about any MARTA route, a handy phone 
number to jot down Is 522-4711. 

Merchandise Mart is another must to 
visit — if only for the close proximity to 
the convention hotel site. About 250,000 
people visit the Mart each year as buyers 
where 14 miles of showrooms are on 
display. The top offers a spectacular 
open-air view of Atlanta; on a clear day. 
Stone Mountain can be plainly seen. To 
get there: Walk three blocks west of the 
hotel on Cain to Peachtree Street, go 
north one block to the Merchandise 
Mart. 

N stands for newspapers — the 
Atlanta journal and the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, which are printed separately 
daily, except weekends when they 
merge to become the Atlanta journal & 
Constitution. Founded in 1868, the Con- 
stitution Is the oldest newspaper in the 
Peach City; the first “Uncle Remus" 
stories were printed there by joel 
Chandler Harris, an alumni of the 
editorial offices. Tours of the building 
where the newspapers are located are 
possible on request. To get there: 
Follow directions to “Five Points," then 
walk three blocks west on Marietta to 
the Atlanta Newspaper Building. 

O In this city means Omni, the inter- 
national complex that houses not only a 
major hotel and sporting arena, but also 
many specialty and import shops that 
delight visitors and locals alike. Omni 
International has a stadium holding 18,- 
000 people (and houses the Hawks and 
Flames of basketball and hockey fame), 
stores, and some of Atlanta's newest and 
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Omni 


finest restaurants. There's also an ice 
skating rink, year-round, and the 
fabulous world of Sid and Marty Kroft,a 


five-level indoor amusement park. To 
get there: Walk over to Peachtree on the 
west side of the street, and take either a 
number 2, 6, 8, 10 or 31 bus to Marietta 
Street, then go west on foot to Omni, or 
transfer to a number 1 or 11 at the 
southeast corner of Marietta & Broad 
Streets and take it to Omni. 

Oglethorpe College is another point 
not to miss in Atlanta, A to Z; dating to 
1835, it was founded at Milledgeville but 
moved to Atlanta in 1873. In one of its 
impressive stone buildings lies the Crypt 
of Civilization — an archival vault with 
thick doors requesting that it not be 
opened until May 28, in the year 8113 
A.D. To get there: Take bus to ''Five 
Points," transfer by walking one block to 
Broad & Walton, take a Number 23 
Oglethorpe bus.

Car is the best means of 
traveling there. 

K also stands for Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., the Nobel laureate who 
was a native of Atlanta. His birthplace, 
Ebenezer Baptist Church (where he 
preached during his lifetime), and his 
grave are all located within a close 
proximity. To get there: see 
(Ebenezer Baptist Church) directions. 

L in Atlanta stands for Lowe's Grand 
Theatre, the Opera House that Karl 
Baedeker visited In 1893 and termed a 
'"must for any visitor to see in Atlanta.'' 
Here, the movie Gone With the Wind 
premiered in 1939 with Clark Gable and 
Vivian Leigh on hand. Through the 
years, Sarah Bernhardt, Caruso, and 
even Rudolph Valentino appeared on its 
stage. To get there: Walk west on Cain 
Street three blocks to Carnegie Way, 
Theatre is to the south. 

L also stands for the Carnegie 
Library, built by Andrew Carnegie In 
1900 as part of a nationwide program 
that he Involved himself in. Inside the 
library, on the second floor, is a room 
devoted to Margaret Mitchell, author of 
Gone With the Wind. A rough draft of 
portions of the manuscript is on display 
[ alongside her typewriter. Inside the 

building there is also an imposing mar- 
ble sculpture, Rebekah Veiled, by C.M. 
‘ Benzoni. To get there: follow directions 

to Lowe's Grand Theatre (across the 
street). 

r M in Atlanta clearly stands for 

Margaret Mitchell, whose classic book 
on the antebellum south fixed the city in 
the nation's mind. There Is a Margaret 
Mitchell Square in town — just opposite

the Lowe's Grand Threatre and Carnegie 
Library. A huge, round Coca Cola sign -- 
often photographed and a dominant 
local landmark — marks the spot. Con- 
vention visitors will want to note that 
Tanner's, just a few feet from Lowe's, or 
the Dunkin Donut, across the street, 
offer tasty refreshments for parched 
throats. 

MAR TA is another key ''M" in this city 
— the Metropolitan Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Authority. The cost of a ride 
anywhere in the city is just 15 cents — a 
bargain for most commuters and 
visitors. To get specific information 
about any MARTA route, a handy phone 
number to jot down is 522-4711. 

Merchandise Mart is another must to 
visit — if only for the close proximity to 
the convention hotel site. About 250,000 
people visit the Mart each year as buyers 
where 14 miles of showrooms are on 
display. The top offers a spectacular 
open-air view of Atlanta; on a clear day. 
Stone Mountain can be plainly seen. To 
get there: Walk three blocks west of the 
hotel on Cain to Peachtree Street, go 
north one block to the Merchandise 
Mart. 

N stands for newspapers — the 
Atlanta journal and the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, which are printed separately 
daily, except weekends when they 
merge to become the Atlanta journal & 
Constitution. Founded in 1868, the Con- 
stitution is the oldest newspaper in the 
Peach City; the first ''Uncle Remus" 
stories were printed there by Joel 
Chandler Harris, an alumni of the 
editorial offices. Tours of the building 
where the newspapers are located are 
possible on request. To get there: 
Follow directions to "Five Points," then 
walk three blocks west on Marietta to 
the Atlanta Newspaper Building. 

O in this city means Omni, the inter- 
national complex that houses not only a 
major hotel and sporting arena, but also 
many specialty and import shops that 
delight visitors and locals alike. Omni 
International has a stadium holding 18,- 
000 people (and houses the Hawks and 
Flames of basketball and hockey fame), 
stores, and some of Atlanta's newest and 
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Omni 

finest restaurants. There's also an ice 
skating rink, year-round, and the 
fabulous world of Sid and Marty Kroft,a 


five-level indoor amusement park. To 
get there: Walk over to Peachtree on the 
west side of the street, and take either a 
number 2, 6, 8, 10 or 31 bus to Marietta 
Street, then go west on foot to Omni, or 
transfer to a number 1 or 11 at the 
southeast corner of Marietta & Broad 
Streets and take it to Omni. 

Oglethorpe College is another point 
not to miss in Atlanta, A to Z; dating to 
1835, it was founded at Milledgeville but 
moved to Atlanta in 1873. In one of its 
impressive stone buildings liesthe Crypt 
of Civilization — an archival vault with 
thick doors requesting that it not be 
opened until May 28, in the year 8113 
A.D. To get there: Take bus to ''Five 
Points," transfer by walking one block to 
Broad & Walton, take a Number 23 
Oglethorpe bus.

Wampum 

Wampum, also known by other Indian names such as 
“ronoak" or '‘sewan,'' was used extensively by the Eastern 
coast tribes as a medium of exchange. It was not, however, 
given specific values until the advent of the white man into 
North America. The Dutch, in particular, did not receive any 
coin from the mother country, thus leaving the colonist with 
no money of any kind. Other colonies found their money 
supplies rapidly depleted. Thus wampum was established as 
currency and became the first American money. 

Wampum by translation means '‘a string of white beads'' 
and, although it appeared in other colors of blues, greys, 
and purple, the name was still used. While first manufac- 
tured by the Indians in a long and laborious process, it later was manufactured by the 
Dutch, often in such quantities that its value decreased. Long Island, ''wampum land," 
was the source of the purple clam shell and the white periwinkle shell of which most 
wampum was made. 

while wampum was used as money in the loose form, it was most often strung on 
hemp or animal sinew or woven into belts which were not only monetary but 
ceremonial as well. Wampum in all of Its forms became a badge of position and wealth 
for the Indian. 

The values sometimes fluctuated but generally six white or three dark beads were 
worth one penny. It was also valued by the length of the string of beads.

CAYMAN, TURKS and CAICOS ISLANDS — Royal Jubilee Coins 



The Cayman Islands and the Turks and Caicos Islands will mark the 25th anniversary 
of Queen Elizabeth iTs reign with the release of their first Royal Jubilee com- 
memorative coins. The unique bi-national salute will consist of four 1977-dated coins, 
to be struck at the Royal Canadian Mint. 

The Cayman Islands commemorative issues will be a gold $100 coin and a sterling 
silver $25 coin, while the Turks and Caicos coins will be a gold 50 crown and a sterling 
silver 25 crown. Cayman Islands $1 is equivalent to U.S. $1.20 at the official exchange 
rate, while the Turks and Caicos 1 crown equals U.S. $1. The two West Indian countries 
selected Paramount International Coin Corporation, Englewood, Ohio, as the 
exclusive worldwide distributors of the Jubilee coins. 

The two new Cayman Islands coins feature the same designs. The reverse, sculpted 
by Patrick Brindley, chief engraver of the Royal Canadian Mint, features the Royal 
Coat of Arms, the denomination and the inscription, ''The Queen's Silver Jubilee 
1952-1977." The Royal Coat of Arms is one of the symbols authorized by the Office of 
Lord Chamberlain for use only during the Jubilee year, and was approved by the 
British Foreign Office for inclusion on the Cayman Islands coins. 

The two Turks and Caicos Islands coins are of the same design, and depict the 
official emblem of the Queen's Silver Jubilee on the reverse, along with the 
denomination and date. The emblem, created by prominent British artist Milner Gray, 
features the English crown flanked by laurel leaves. 

The obverse of both countries' coins features the familiar mature portrait of the 
Queen by Arnold Machin, prominent British sculptor and ceramic artist. 

The Cayman Islands sterling silver $25 coin, 45 mm in diameter and weighing 800 
grains, is available with a proof-quality finish at $45 and in brilliant uncirculated 
condition at the official issue price of $34.50. Postage, insurance and handling is $2 
additional. The gold $100 coin, 34 mm, contains .365 Troy oz. of pure gold (350 grains) 
and is available with a proof-quality finish at the official Issue price of $200 and in 
brilliant uncirculated condition at $138, plus $3 each for Insurance and postage. 

The Turks and Caicos Islands sterling silver 25 crown coin, 47 mm In diameter and 
weighing 675 grains. Is available with a proof-quality finish at $37.50 and in brilliant 
uncirculated condition at the official issue price of $28.75, plus $2 each for postage and 
insurance. The gold 50 crown coin, 25 mm, contains .145 Troy oz. of pure gold (139 
grains) and is available with a proof-quality finish at the official issue price of $75 and in 
brilliant uncirculated condition at $57.60, plus $2.50 each postage and insurance.

ENGLAND — British Royal Mint Releases 1972-1976 U.K. Proof Set Offer 

United Kingdom proof sets for the five years 1972-1976, struck at The British Royal 
Mint, are offered as a complete series in a new flyer recently mailed to thousands of 
North American collectors. These proof sets, which contain many coins that were not 
produced for general circulation, have already been offered to collectors in the U.K. 
This Is the first time the offer has been made in North America. Previous sets are no 
longer available from The British Royal Mint. 

The British Royal Mint established a special fulfillment center in Newark, New 
jersey, to process and fulfill orders. First announcements of the offer and order forms 
were sent in March to collectors who had previously begun to collect decimal coinage 
by responding to the 1971 proof set offer. Because the coinage will be available In 
North America in limited quantities, these previous British Royal Mint customers were 
given first opportunity to order. 

The British Royal Mint Newark location Is accepting orders on a first come - first 
served basis until scheduled production allotments are filled. Because production of 
some sets Is still under way, complete units of 1972-1976 proof sets may not be shipped 
to each customer at once. Many may receive their sets in several installments, but 
every collector will receive an acknowledgement of his order as part of The British 
Royal Mint's customer service effort. Delivery of all sets to all customers is to be 
complete by the end of 1977. 

The complete series of all five 1972-1976 U.K. proof sets is priced at $65.00 postpaid. 
There Is a limit of 3 series per customer. Requests for additional Information, orders or 
any correspondence regarding the U.K. proof sets must be directed to the special 
British Royal Mint address in Newark — The British Royal Mint, P.O. Box 3175, 
Newark, Nj 07103. 

Availability of Silver jubilee Crowns Announced 

The year 1977 Is the Silver jubilee of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth M's accession to 
the throne and to mark this historic event the British Royal Mint has struck seven 
sterling proof crowns. As well as the United Kingdom Silver jubilee Crown, there is 
one for each of six commonwealth territories: Gibraltar, Guernsey, jersey, Mauritius, 
St. Helena and Tristan Da Cunha. 

Gibraltar's crown features a border of Barbary apes and foliage encircling the shield 
from the arm of Gibraltar. Guernsey's crown depicts an aerial view of Castle Cornet, 
the last Royalist stronghold to fall to Oliver Cromwell's forces. The Mauritius 25 rupee 
depicts a cane cutter at work on a sugar plantation. St. Helena's crown features 
Jonathan, the giant tortoise in front of Plantation House, the Governor's official 
residence, and Tristan Da Cunha's crown features the Royal Yacht,Britannla,with the 
island In the background. 

The obverses which are common to all of the commonwealth crowns feature a bust 
of Elizabeth II designed by Arnold Machin with the inscription ''Queen Elizabeth II 
1952-77" by William Gardner. The U. K. crown shows on the obverse Her Majesty in 
the uniform of Colonel in-Chief of the Grenadier Guards mounted on a charger while 
the reverse shows to items from the Royal Regalia which are used in the Coronation 
ceremony, the Ampulla and the Annointing Spoon. Both sides were designed by 
Arnold Machin. 

There is a world wide mintage limit of 25,000 for each coin except for jersey's crown 
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of which 35,000 are to be struck and the United Kingdom Crown for which no limit has 
yet been fixed. The crowns are available for $25 each except the United Kingdom 
crown which is at present obtainable only as part of a full set of all seven Crowns. This 
full set is available at the special price $165.00 postpaid. The numbers of these Crowns 
available to the North American market are limited to Individual orders and must be 
restricted to a maximum of three per coin or per set. Production and delivery will be 
spread through the year but orders can be placed now by collectors wishing to be first 
on the allocation list. You should receive your first crown within 90 days and the 
orders will be completed by the end of the year.

ANS Member’s Medal Approved 

The Council of the American 
Numismatic Society has given its un- 
animous approval to the proposal that a 
new Member's Medal be com- 
missioned. The Society's Standing Com- 
mittee on Medals has been appointed 
by President Samuel R. Milbank to run 
the competition. 

Five noted medalists will compete for 
the $3,500 prize to be awarded to the 
artist whose designs are chosen for the 
medal: Donald De Lue, Frank Eliscu, 
Thomas G. Lo Medico, Gifford M. Proc- 
tor, Karen Worth. Under the terms of 
the competition each artist will prepare 
preliminary studies of up to three com- 
plete designs which will be judged by 
the Society's Committee on Medals and 
their recommendation made to the 
Society's Council on April 2, 1977. The 
winner of this competition will proceed 
to create plaster bas-relief models of the 
final designs for submission by June 15 to 
the Medallic Art Company of Danbury, 
Connecticut, the firm chosen by the 
society to strike the new Member's 
Medal. 
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Commenting on the competition, 
ANS Director Leslie A. Elam noted that 
“the members of the Society's Com- 
mittee on Medals are eminently 
qualified to oversee this important pro- 
ject and to advise our Council as to the 
most suitable design for the new medal. 

Mr. Elam noted that the new medal 
would truly be a “Member's Medal" 
since all the funds necessary will come 
from society members who have pledg- 
ed to subscribe for the new medal. The 
medal will be available in silver and 
bronze, 2 1/2 inches (63.5 mm) in 
diameter. Each specimen will be serially 
numbered, and a register of the original 
purchasers will be maintained by the 
society. 

Purchase of the medal (silver - $60; 
bronze -$15) isopen only to members of 
the society.

Paper Money Publishing Arm Formed 

Austin Sheheen and Fred Schwan 
have announced the formation of a new 
publishing firm. The firm, to be known 
as the BNR Press, is to specialize in 
publications dealing with paper money. 
Schwan, who is to be the executive 
director, stated that the purpose of the 
firm Is to promote the study, collecting 
and preservation of paper money and 
fiscal paper. This goal will be ac- 
complished by publishing books, 
catalogs, monographs, reprints, oc- 


casional papers and other volumes as 
deemed appropriate on the subject of 
the firm's speciality. 

The Press will be affiliated with the 
Bank Note Reporter, a monthly paper 
money newspaper founded In 1973 by 
Grover Criswell. It iscurrently published 
by Austin Sheheen of Camden, South 
Carolina, who will serve in the same 
capacity with the BNR Press. Schwan 
stated that the combination of a 
newspaper and a book publishing firm 
will provide great flexibility and insure 
that no project pertaining to paper 
money will be too large or too small to 
consider. 

He also stated that the BNR Press was 
born of the success of the Bank Note 
Reporter and the need for a publishing 
source for relatively minor works. In the 
past, he said, many authors had been 
forced to publish their own works at 
personal expense because the work was 
of too limited a scope to be considered 
by the “traditional" publishers. The 
Press plans to fill this need. 

At least one title is scheduled for 
release in August 1977 at the annual 
American Numismatic Association con- 
vention Schwan said that he was not at 
liberty to reveal the title of the first book 
but said that readers will be pleasantly 
surprised and that the title of the first 
release will be published soon. 

Of ^he prominent authors consulted 
prior to the formation of the firm, the 
response was very positive according to 
Schwan. Even though several of these 
authors are considering submitting 
manuscripts, Schwan emphasized that 
the Press seriously solicits worthwhile 
works from all authors. 

Schwan is a well known paper money 
specialist and promoter of the hobby. 
His personal speciality is the study of 
military currency, particularly of the 
World War II era. He is a life member of 
the American Numismatic Association, 
Numismatic Literary Guild and most 
organizations associated with paper 
money collecting.
